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Aldermen In Study 
Of Police Plea 


Young Speaker at Forum 
Says Youth of U.S. Want | For Day off in 6 
Work, Peace, Not War 


Exceptions Taken To McMichael’s 
Pacifist Plea By Panel Speaker 


On December 1, at the third New- 
ton Community Forum of the sea- 
son, youth in action was admirably 
portrayed in the person of Jack R 
McMichael, Jr., a student at Union 
Theological Seminary and Chairman 
of the American Youth Congress. As 
a basis for his talk “What Youth 
Wants,” the speaker first stressed 
the terrific unemployment problem 
confronting so many young people 
today. Youth wants jobs, the right 
to earn a substantial living, and at 
the present time Mr. McMichael feels 
that government aid in large mea- 
sure is the only solution. The health 
question is also one of paramount 
importance, especially in the draft. 
In New England alone twenty-five 
per cent of the draftees were reject- 
ed for failure to meet physical re- 
quirements when it was expected 
that only two or three per cent would 
not be accepted for this reason. What 
is more, statistics show that the 
draft is hurting the employment of 
youth rather than aiding it. As an 
example there were cited the “Help 
Wanted” adds which show little or 
no demand for men of draft ag< 
those most in need of employment. 
The young people of America are 
not anxious to go to war, to fight on 
foreign soil, to drop bombs on other 
poor souls like themselves; they de- 
sire peace and the rights which 
should belong to every citizen. The 
speaker added that democracy in 
which all the people from all walks 
of life can express their opinions will 
be the sole way by which we shall 
survive; there must be no discrim- 
inations against persons because of 
their race or financial standing. Mr. 
McMichael offered his ideas without 
attempting to present seriously the 
solution of youth’s problems. 

As usual there was a question 
period following the main talk. This 
time perhaps more interesting than 
the audience queries was the discus- 
sion by a panel of six Newton High 
graduates: Fiora Mariotti, John T. 
Tomb, Beverly Booth, William A. 
Spurrier, Robert M. Robbins, and 
Curtis E. Drury, all graduates of the 
Newton High School in recent years. 
The pacifistic statements of Mr. Mc- 
Michael were challenged by John 
Tomb who claimed that we are al- 
ready at war ideologically; Robert 
Robbins added that commercially 
and industrially, also, we are in- 
volved. When Beverly Booth charged 
that the weakness and softness in 
youth of the present time is the 
fault of our parents, Dr. Mather has-

Withdraws Appeal 
In Hit-Run Case 


Withdrawing his appeal, Kenneth 
W. Fay, 31, of 82 Foster st., Water- 
town, appeared in the Newton court 
on Wednesday and accepted the sen- 
tence of one year in Billerica prison 
which was recently imposed on him 
by Judge Mayberry. He was the 
driver of the automobile which on 
Saturday evening, October 26, hit 
Joseph Coffey, 9, of 105 Pearl st., 
Newton, near the boy’s home. The 
boy was severely injured and has 
since been at the Newton Hospital. 
Fay did not stop the car after it 
had hit the boy, but surrendered to 
Newton police the following Mon- 
day. He told the police that he had 
been drinking prior to the accident 
and was not aware he had hit the 
boy until he read of the occurrence 
in the papers the next day. The 
sentence was imposed on the charge 
of hit-run driving. A $25 fine which 
Judge Mayberry had imposed on Fay 
for driving to endanger, was revoked 
on Wednesday when the defendant 
withdrew his appeal.

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New Director For 
Boys’ Work at “Y” 

The Newton Y. M. C. A. announced 
today the appointment of Mr. Sam- 
uel H. Johnson of Hartford, Connec- 
ticut as the boys’ work director of 
the Newton Y. M. C. A. to begin 
his duties on January 1st, 1941. 

For the past twelve years Mr. 
Johnson has been associate secretary 
of the boys’ division of the Hartford 
Y. M. C. A. serving under the lead- 
ership of Mr. Archie S. Knowles. 
Among his many duties has been the 
resident directorship of Camp Rain- 
bow. For two years he served as 
program director at Camp Jewell. 
These camps are both operated for 
boys at the Hartford Y. M. C. A. 

Mr. Johnson’s college work includ- 
ed two years at the University of 
Pennsylvania where he majored in 
psychology and sociology, transfer- 
ring to the Y. M. C. A. College at 
Springfield from which he graduated 
in 1928. He is married and has a 
son ten years of age. Their present 
residence is in West Hartford where 
Mr. Johnson’s special work has been 
to develop neighborhood clubs as a 
part of the Y. M. C. A. program in 
Hartford. He has also had charge 
of some of the Hi-Y clubs in Hart- 
ford and introduced the Gra-Y and 
the Junior Hi-Y movement to the 
city of Hartford. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Johnson have been active in the 
Methodist Church. 

The board of directors of the New- 
ton Y. M. C. A. feel highly pleased 
at Mr. Johnson’s acceptance of their 
invitation to become boys’ work di- 
rector in Newton. Selected from a 
large field of candidates he will suc- 
ceed Mr. Clyde G. Hess who is now 
general secretary of the Burlington, 
Vermont Y. M. C. A. 

As a part of the New Year’s open 
house program to be held at the VY” 
on January 1st, an informal recep- 
tion is planned so that parents of 
boys and friends of the association 
may meet Mr. and Mrs. Johnson. 


On recommendation of Mayor 
Goddard, a special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen has started a 
study of the petition from members 
of the Newton Police Department 
that they receive one day off in each 
six, instead of one day off in eight, 
as at present. The committee is com- 
posed of Aldermen Inches, Barwise 
and Gaddis. They have received 
data from Chief Hughes, and have 
asked him to obtain information 
about working conditions in the 
Newton department as compared 
with those in other cities and towns 
in Greater Boston. 

It has been contended that the 
change can be made without neces- 
sitating the addition of more men 
to the police department. Chief 
Hughes states that a minimum of 
6 additional men would be required. 
Mayor Goddard and the committee 
of Aldermen will study the schedule 
submitted by the committee of po- 
licemen who recently called on the 
Mayor and requested the change, and 
also a schedule which will be pre- 
sented by Chief Hughes. Whether, 
or not, the renewed request of the 
policemen, for the day off in 6, will 
be granted will depend largely on 
the question of additional expense 
to the city for more policemen, if 
it is determined that they will be 
needed.

Branch chairmen of the various 
sections of Newton are sending this 
week postal cards to residents of 
these sections in a last reminder 
that memberships in the local Chap- 
ter of Red Cross are still needed, 
if the work of the Red Cross is to 
continue for the coming year with 
the helpfulness to all in the com- 
munity which has always been theirs. 
To fill the quota of 8000 members, 
with the quota of funds necessary 
therefrom, 3000 more memberships 
must be added to the Roll Call. 

Never has there been a more im- 
portant year for the work of this 
organization. Problems at home and 
abroad need the wholehearted sup- 
port of all Americans, in National 
Defense, and in humane assistance 
to unfortunate peoples in other lands. 

To the people of Newton the local 
Red Cross must look for assistance 
to serve in these avenues. 

The American Red Cross, humani- 
tarian ally of the United States Gov- 
ernment, is straining every effort to 
meet the calls from a war-stricken 
world. Aiding them, with a propor- 
tion of Roll Call funds, and with pro- 
duction of clothing, knitted garments, 
and surgical dressings, is the local 
Chapter of Red Cross. 

Every day brings new cabled re- 
quests for aid in varied forms for 
the homeless air raid victims, and 
these are supplied by the Ameri- 
can Red Cross as fast as goods can 
be purchased and assembled, and 
cargo space obtained. 

With the entry of Greece into the 
war, and the needs arising from its 
devastation to these peoples, the 
American Red Cross has authorized 
additional medical and clothing relief 
to the Greek Red Cross of $175,000, 
making $224,060 in relief given to No- 
vember 29th. 

Preparing to solidify the work of 
the American Red Cross in the west- 
ern hemisphere, there is a Pan-Amer- 
ican Conference taking place in San- 
tiago, Chile, during ten days begin- 
ning December 5. To attend this 
Conference seven members of a dele- 
gation from the American Red Cross, 
left Miami, Florida, by Pan-Ameri- 
can airways plane, Thursday, Novem- 
ber 28th. These delegates had met 
with Chairman Norman H. Davis to 
receive instructions on representing 
the American Organization. Mr. Da- 
vis stressed the desire for Pan-Amer- 
ican solidarity in Red Cross work, 
in view of the great humanitarian 
task now facing Red Cross societies 
in neutral and belligerent nations. 

This Conference is called by the 
League of Red Cross Societies with 
headquarters in Geneva, of which 
League Mr. Davis also is chairman. 

At home, plans for strengthening 
Red Cross accident prevention serv- 
ices in the interest of National De- 
fense, will be made at a State Con- 
ference of Red Cross First Aid Lead- 
ers, to be held in Boston, at the 
Hotel Lenox, on December 7th. Lead- 
ers in all manner of safety methods 
and accident prevention will partici- 
pate in discussions and Round Ta- 
bles. Representatives from the 91 
chapters in Massachusetts will at- 
tend among them representatives of 
the Newton Chapter. 

To make possible these high serv- 
ices to mankind, the people of New- 
ton are asked to join the local Chap- 
ter at once, and to send their re- 
mittances for membership to head- 
quarters, 12 Austin st.. Newtonville, 
or, if more convenient, they may 
leave them with any Newton bank. 
Cheeks should be made payable to 
Newton Chapter American Red Cross. 


Douglass Francis Chairman 
Of Large Committee Here 


The annual financial campaign of 
The Salvation Army in Newton is 
on in full swing, with official collec- 
tors, at work among the men and 
women of the community, in hopes of 
an early over-the-top report. The 
goal for 1940, the year that marks 
the sixtieth year of the Army’s work 
in the United States, the 75th of its 
founding and the fifty-sixth of serv- 
ice in Greater Boston, is $5,000. 

Clergymen, business and profes- 
sional leaders and well known wom- 
en, make up a sponsoring commit- 
tee with Douglass B. Francis, of 35 
Meadow Brook rd., again chairman 
of the committee with William M. 
Cahill, of the Newton Trust Com- 
pany, once more acting as campaign 
treasurer. 

The official collectors, who with 
Mr. Cahill, are the only persons au- 
thorized to accept donations, include 
Reuben Bursey, George Bishop, Ber- 
nard Stone and Ernest Stowe. All of 
these four men will be in full uni- 
form and have the words “Public Re- 
lations Department” on their coat 
collar. All will carry a credential- 
letter signed by Mr. Francis. 

Mr. Francis asks that those who 
are not contacted by the collectors 
to hand or mail their contribution 
to Mr. Cahill. 

Hundreds of Newton men and 
women have received a letter from 
the sponsoring chairman, asking their 
participation in this appeal so that 
the work of the army might con- 
tinue in the thirty, yes more, insti- 
tutions and departments of service in 
Greater Boston — and be able to meet 
the complex problems of the day and 
the sadness that befall many during 
the winter. 

For the first time Newton will 
have a Salvation Army Local Relief 
Fund, starting from this appeal. A 
percentage of the appeal funds will 
be retained in Newton and will be 
administered by persons, soon to be 
named by Mr. Francis. From that 
fund emergencies to individual and 
family will be met. More Newton 
children will go into fresh air camps, 
next summer. The local fund feature 
has the approval of sponsoring groups 
in towns where it has been tried. It 
means service without red tape.

The budget of the Newton School 
Department has been completed and 
will be presented to Mayor Goddard 
this week. The estimated costs of 
running Newton’s schools for the en- 
suing year have been prepared 
months earlier than for many years 
past. This is due to demands made 
by members of the Board of Aider- 
men during the past couple of years. 
The Aldermen argued that the School 
Department budget should be pre- 
sented to the Aldermen for consid- 
eration before the beginning of a cal- 
endar year, because, when this has 
not been done, several months of the 
school year, in fact the greater part 
of the school year, will have elapsed, 
before the Finance Committee of the 
Aldermen had an opportunity to 
study this budget, and report to the 
Board. 


Fine Boy Friend Of 
Girl Who Lost Eye 

Joseph Kelly, 22, of 42 Chesley rd., 
Newton Center, was fined $25 by 
Judge Mayberry in the Newton court 
on Thursday for driving to endanger 
the safety of the public. He appealed. 
Kelly was the driver of the car 
which at 2 a. m. on November 24 
crashed into a small milk truck at 
the intersection of Watertown and 
Walnut sts., Newtonville. A traffic 
signal was flashing red at the place, 
and Kelly claimed he had brought his 
car to a stop before the collision. 
Mesag Aselberkian, 50, of Framing- 
ham, driver of the other automobile, 
and Garabed Khederian, 60, of Wa- 
tertown, who was riding in the milk 
truck, testified that Kelly was driv- 
ing at a high rate of speed, and did 
not stop his car before the collision 
occurred. Miss Frances Hammell, 19, 
of Lafayette rd., Lower Falls, re- 
ferred to by* Kelly as his girl friend, 
received an injury to her left eye 
which necessitated its removal at the 
Newton Hospital.

Newton Aldermen Make 
Report Showing Cut In 
Soldiers’ Relief Costs 


Supervision of Aldermen Results In 
$39,000 Saving During Past Year 


The committee of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen which was ap- 
pointed about a year and a half ago 
to investigate the Soldiers’ Relief De- 
partment of this city, and which sub- 
sequently became a regular commit- 
tee of the Board after the City 
Solicitor had ruled that the Aider- 
men and not the Mayor had authority 
over this department, issued an an- 
nual report last Friday. The com- 
mittee is composed of Aldermen Col- 
by (chairman), Hoffman, Hughes, 
Lockwood and Schipper. 

The report shows that during the 
past year the expenditures of this 
department had been reduced about 
50 per cent and 130 cases dropped 
from the list of those receiving as- 
sistance. In the first nine months of 
1939 there were 233 cases receiving 
relief. During 1940, 105 of these 
cases received no relief, and 25 more 
cases were dropped during this year. 
Because of the large decrease in the 
number of cases, the committee de- 
cided not to appoint a successor to 


Committee Lauded 
By Taxpayers 

Members of the Committee on 
Soldiers’ Relief of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen were commended this 
week in letters sent to them by 
Charles E. Bailey, executive secretary 
of the Newrton Taxpayers’ Associa- 
tion. The members of the commit- 
tee are Clarence C. Colby, chairman, 
Carroll J. Hoffman, Charles E. 
Hughes, Theodore R. Lockwood and 
Carl F. Schipper, Jr. 

The w’ork of the committee is the 
‘outstanding accomplishment of the 
year in city government,” resulting 
in the saving of almost $39,000 in 
the year 1940. The letter expresses 
the hope that similar savings might 
be made in other departments by the 
use of funds appropriated some 
months ago for studies and surveys 
of other branches of the city govern- 
ment. No action has been taken 
towards the use of these funds which 
will revert to the city treasury the 
first of the year unless Mayor God- 
dard makes recommendation for 
their use. 

The letter follows: 

Dear Mr. Colby: 

I believe the outstanding accom- 
plishment of the year in city govern- 
ment is the result of the work of 
your committee on Soldiers’ Relief, 
and I wish to take this opportunity 
of heartily commending Aldermen 
Carroll J. Hoffman. Charles E. 
Hughes, Theodore R. Lockwood, and 
Carl F. Schipper, members of the 
committee of which you are chair- 
man. 

Because of the study and survey 
which you made of the Soldiers' Re- 
lief Department, the City of New- 
ton has already been saved almost 
$39,000 in the year 1940. Since your 
committee started this study many 
months ago, we have watched with 
interest the accumulating results, 
and because of this our association 
has been very eager that similar 
studies and surveys be made for all 
other departments of the city in 
hopes that relatively similar savings 
might be found possible in other 
branches of city government. The 
entire board of aldermen passed an 
appropriation in May of this year 
to start a comprehensive study of 
city departments, but no further ac- 
( Continued on Page 4) 
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the late Ellery Manley, who had 
served in 1939 and also this year 
as investigator for the department. 
Tribute was paid to the efficient work 
of Mr. Manley, and the committee 
stated that Director E dm and Dun- 
gan of the Department should now 
be able to carry on the work with- 
out the aid of an investigator. 

The report states that of the 130 
cases dropped, 47 were for cause, 74 
obtained employment, and 9 became 
ineligible. Fourteen of the recipients 
had concealed from the city's offi- 
cials the fact that they had other 
earnings, income or assets while re- 
ceiving aid. Evidence in all these, 
cases had been given to the City 
Solicitor and one person had been 
prosecuted in court and convicted. 
In 13 cases recipients were suspend- 
ed from receiving further aid for 
one year after they had been con- 
victed of drunkenness. In 1939 the 
total amount expended by Newton for 
Soldiers’ Relief was $76,397. For the 
same period this year, the amount 
dropped to $37,458. 

The report says that during the 
past year a study of rentals paid 
by recipients of Soldiers’ Relief was 
made. Those renting houses or 
apartments comprised 58.4 per cent of 
the total; 13.4 per cent owned equi- 
ties in the houses they occupy; 28.2 
per cent rented rooms. The rentals 
paid made it quite difficult to find 
new accommodations when a veteran 
is evicted or has to move for other 
reasons. The report tells of the 
haphazard »nd expensive manner in 
w'hich medical care for the veterans 
used to be handled, and how this 
was ended by the appointment of a 
Soldiers’ Relief physician, thus bet- 
ter serving the interests of veterans 
and their families, and saving con- 
siderable money for the city. It 
commends Dr. Herman Norton, the 
physician. 

Comparative costs show that dur- 
ing the first 9 months of 1939 doc- 
tors’ charges totalled $2647, medi- 
cine, $974; eyeglasses. $163; hospi- 
tal _ charges. $2579; housekeepers, 
$115; convalescent home charges, 
$21. For the corresponding 9 months 
of 1940 these expenses totalled: doc- 
tors’ charges, $1229; medicine, $487; 
eyeglasses, $46.50; hospital charges. 
S1332; nurses and housekeepers, 
$329; convalescent home charges, 
$117.66. The savings amounted on 
these items to $3543. 

The report states that: 

“The average income of all cases 
handled by the Soldiers' Relief De- 
partment during the first nine 
months of this year, including the 
amounts paid for fuel and medical 
care and private income or receipts, 
has been approximately $19.00 per 
week or at the rate of substantially 
$1000 per year and this does not in- 
clude the Federal distribution of Sur- 
plus Commodities of food and cloth- 
ing. 

“Further studies of this branch of 
the work are being continued particu- 
larly with the object of bringing 
our schedules and those of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Department substantial- 
ly in line. A closer standardization 
of records and accounting procedure 
in the two departments, however, is 
necessary before definite comparisons 
can be made. 

“It is hoped that a clearer under- 
standing of each other’s policies and 
problems and better co-operation may 
be had between these two depart- 
ments and the private agencies, 
which may result in an improved ad- 
ministration of relief in Newton.” 
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THE LITTLE RIPPLES SPREAD FAR 

At one time or another most of us have dropped a pebble into 
the water and watched the ripples spread out in ever-widening 
circles. In many ways life does the same. Recently there came to 
our attention a little incident that has reached far into the dis- 
tance to strengthen the ties of friendship and brotherly love be- 
tween two groups whose common objective is service to others. 
Somewhat more than a year ago, a Newtonville resident, inter- 
ested in the Boy Scout troop of that section of the city, was in 
Puerto Rico on business. He learned of two troops in the city 
of Ensenada on that island, made acquaintances, attended several 
meetings and talked to the boys. On his departure the Troops 
presented him with a Totem Pole bearing the signatures of the 
Committeemen and Scoutmasters, to be brought back as a souve- 
nir to Troop 6, Newtonville Boy Scouts of Norumbega Council. 

Months passed until a few weeks ago the Ensenada Troops were 
the surprised recipients of a souvenir album containing autographs 
of scout officials, committeemen, scoutmasters, patrol leaders and 
scouts, photographs of the Nobscot Reservation, members of the 
troop and council, showing who they were and what they do from 
Troop 6. The album is suitably dedicated with an acknowledg- 
ment of the honor as guardians of the Totem Pole. In the No- 
vember issue of “El Escucha,” Boy Scout weekly newspaper of 
Ensenada, is an editorial comment of the incident entitled “A 
Priceless Gift.” The strengthening of the ties of brotherly love 
which spring from the practice of the Scout law is a worthwhile 
accomplishment. Congratulations are due Mr. Alfred N. Miner, 
whose initial interest inspired the friendly contact between the 
Scouts in these separated parts of the world, as well as to the 
boys of the troops whose friendships have been widened by the ex- 
change of troop mementoes.

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In this week’s GRAPHIC is pub- 
lished an article giving excerpts 
from the report of the Soldiers’ Re- 
lief Committee of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen. Also printed in 
this issue is a letter from Charles E. 
Bailey, executive secretary of the 
Newton Taxpayers’ Association, 
commending the committee, and re- 
ferring to the fact that an appropria- 
tion of $5000 made some months ago 
by the Board of Aldermen (on rec- 
ommendation of Mayor Goddard) for 
a survey of all city departments has 
not been expended. 

We agree with Mr. Ijtailey j n pra i s . 
ing the Soldiers’ Relief Committee 
for the excellent work done by its 
members in correcting abuses in that 
department, and the resultant sav- 
ings of money to Newton taxpayers. 
We disagree with him in the attitude 
he manifests relative to the expendi- 
ture of a considerable sum for a com- 
prehensive study of other depart- 
ments at considerable cost, includ- 
ing an initial appropriation of $5000. 
During the past two years while of- 
ficials of the Taxpayers’ Association 
have been advocating surveys and 
studies of city departments in New- 
ton by experts, we have opposed this 
proposal. We have had opportunities 
to observe "experts" who in a few 
short weeks or months can study or 
survey industries or cities, and then 
these outsiders can tell the men who 
have worked at an industry most of 
their lives, or resided in a city most 
of their lives, how affairs should be 
conducted. We said then, and we say 
now, that from our observation of 
efficiency engineers, much of their 
stuff is "baloney.” It has been proved 
so in Newton in some former "sur- 
veys." 

We also said in the past, and we 
repeat it now — that Newton is a 
community with people of a higher 
degree of intelligence than in the av- 
erage community, and that members 
of its City Government are supposed 
to be intelligent men, elected by the 
citizens to conduct the affairs of the 
city, and capable of so doing with- 
out paying large fees to outside "ex- 
perts” to do this work. The accom- 
plishments of the Soldiers’ Relief 
Committee seems to prove our con- 
tention. Members of the Board of 
Aldermen can make similar studies 
of the other city departments if they 
so desire, and can, in all prob- 
ability, increase the efficiency of 
those departments, although we 
doubt if they could bring about such 
proportionate savings as was ef- 
fected in the Soldiers’ Relief De- 
partment. Because that department, 
as it was conducted prior to this 
year, certainly was not done so in 
an efficient and economical way 
due to political interference. There 
is no need of the Mayor and 
the Aldermen authorizing the ex- 
penditure of a large amount of tax- 
payers’ money to hire "experts” to 
make surveys. Studying city de- 
partments is the job of the Mayor 
and the Aldermen. 

In past years we have commented 
on the fact that highways in country 
towns in this area are uniformly bet- 
ter plowed after snowstorms than 
are highways in the larger and more 
thickly settled cities in Greater Bos- 
ton. This applies not only to the 
principal streets in the rural and ur- 
ban sections, but also to all the 
roads. We have been told that it is 
easy for the thinly settled towns to 
keep their highways well plowed, be- 
cause they have so few in comparison 
with the cities. This argument might 
be true, but for the fact that all the 
roads in the country places are usu- 
ally well cleared of snow. The an- 
swer is — that farmers in those com- 
munities have sections of highways 
and roads in the towns assigned to 
them to be plowed, and shortly after 
a snowstorm starts, the farmers’ 
trucks, with plows attached, are on 
the job. and can keep the highways 
plowed bare, or practically so, of 
snow. In the cities, it is usually hours 
after a storm starts before plows are 
on the streets. Enough snow has then 
fallen to prevent the streets being 
plowed bare. 

We have also commented in past 
winters on the excellent job done by 
the Department of Public Works in 
keeping State highways free from 
snow, and sanded in icy weather. 
This department had plenty of good 
trucks and plows, and. like the farm- 
ers in the rural towns, got to work 
before the storm had too much of 
a lead. We were surprised, there- 
fore, after the storm of Nov. 27 to 
observe that such State highways as 
the Cambridge-Concord pike, the 
Worcester pike, and others, had not 
been cleared of snow as in former 
years. Whether the storm took the 
Public Works Department by sur- 
prise, or whether economy has re- 
sulted in the department having less 
money to spend in this work, we do 
not know. 

According to the newspapers, a 
quarrel between the music writers’ 
association and radio interests will 
result on January 1 in most popular 
and much classical music ceasing to 
be broadcast. To fill the gap the , 
radio magnates have a lot of musical 
mechanics composing "on order,” or- 1 
chestral and vocal "music.” Much of , 
the alleged music which has been 
broadcast over the radio systems in 
recent years has been terrible. The 
combinations of sounds which may ' 
be ground out by the hired compo- j 
sers of the radio stations, can't be ! 
any worse than the "swing music" j 
and sob songs which have been 
inflicted on the public the past dec- 
ade, but we shall miss the fumiliar 
arrangements of the classical and 
semi-classical music. 


Dial telephones are an asset to the 
Edison Company. One can’t pick up 
the telephone at home in darkness 
now and put in a call. 

What an embarrassing situation is 
created when a public official, who is 
accused of complicity with another 
public official, who has been indicted 
for allegedly accepting bribes, hap- 
pens to be a man who was appointed 
by a reform administration to re- 
place the head of a department who 
allegedly had been a party to extrav- 
agances and mismanagement. 


When we read of the destruction 
of water mains in bombed cities in 
Europe and England, when we read 
of precautions being taken even now 
to guard water systems in this 
country, we wonder how much, if any 
foresight was shown by the con- 
struction of the huge pipe-line re- 
cently completed to carry the new 
Quabbin water supply from South- 
ooro to Weston, a distance of about 
15 miles. For much of this distance 
the big, 12-foot diameter pipes are 
so near to the surface, that the 
earth covering them forms a semi- 
circular ridge which offers an easy 
target to bombing planes. 

The cost of the huge, reinforced 
concrete pipes, made by the Lock- 
joint Company, was $4,200,000. The 
cost of laying the big pipes was about 
$2,500,000. The late Frank E. Win- 
sor, who was chief engineer of the 
Quabbin project had advocated a tun- 
nel for the complete distance of the 
high-pressure line from Quabbin to- 
ward Boston, instead of the long 
stretches of the big concrete pipes. It 
was estimated that had the tunnel 
been excavated, the distances where 
the pipes were laid, the cost would 
have been about two-thirds more, or 
approximately $4,500,000. To assure 
the safety of Greater Boston’s water 
supply from future threats of enemy 
warplanes, this added cost would 
have been justified. 


According to Boston newspapers 
ten professors, members of the fac- 
ulty of Harvard Law School, recent- 
ly issued a statement urging that the 
U. S. A. send armed forces, or units 
of its navy to help defend Singapore, 
Hong Kong and other British and 
Netherlands possession in the Far 
East from expected attacks by the 
Japanese and their axis allies. If the 
newspapers were correct we witness 
the strange spectacle of ten learned 
men demanding, as American patri- 
ots. that this country plunge into the 
hell of war not to defend itself, but 
to maintain the status quo of foreign 
empires in the Far East. These bel- 
ligerent expounders of tort, contracts 
and other matters pertaining to law, 
intrude into a sphere that properly 
belongs to men expert in military and 
naval affairs — professionals in those 
activities. None of the ten would 
( in all probability) risk their lives in 
r*ny expeditionary force which the 
U. S. A. might send to the East Indies 
or East Asia. The only places in 
that part of the world in which the 
U. S. A. is directly concerned are the 
Philippines, and years ago this coun- 
try decided to terminate its owner- 
ship of those islands, and they are 
scheduled to receive full freedom in 
the near future. 

Incidentally, at the rate British 
ships are being sunk by Nazi sub- 
marines and bombing planes, and the 
vulnerability of even heavily ar- 
mored warships to attacks by air- 
planes (as claimed by the British in 
their sortie on Italian battleships at 
Taranto) the U. S. A. will need all 
its warships to protect this conti- 
nent, Hawaii and the West Indies 
from possible attacks in the not re- 
mote future from the totalitarian 
countries, should Germany overcome 
Britain. 


Talk of war between the U. S. A. 
and Japan increases. Meanwhile, 
the U. S. A. continues to export war 
materials to Japan— and loans a vast 
sum to China to carry on the war 
against the Nipponese. 

Feed the birds. A long winter is 
ahead.

Building Report 
For November 


The report of the Newton Public 
Building Department for November 
shows that 90 permits were issued 
during that period, and the cost of 
the work to be done under them — 
$264,996. Of the permits, 32 were 
for single dwellings, valued at $183,- 
800; 1 for a two-family dwelling, 
valued at $10,000; 9 /or garages, 
valued at $3340; 1 for a business 
building, valued at $25,000 ; 24 for 
alterations in residences, cost of 
work $15,111. 

For the first eleven months of 
1940 the total of permits issued was 
$900, and the estimated valuation of 
buildings erected and cost of altera- 
tions made was $2,631,340. For the 
corresponding months in 1939 the 
total of permits issued was 879, and 
the cost of work done $2,786,775. 
This included, however, tne new 
Lincoln-Eliot School. Omitting this, 
the total cost of the 1939 projects 
would be about the same as those of 
this year.

Rotary Club 

The speaker at the Monday meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club was 
Father Linihan of Weston College 
who spoke on the subject of “Seis- 
mology,’’ the science which deals 
with the shape of the earth. Although 
the shape of the earth and earth- 
quakes have interested man for cen- 
turies they have only been consid- 
ered in an accurate and scientific 
sense for about fifty years. 

There are two kinds of earth- 
quakes; volcanic, which are caused 
by volcanic eruption and whose ef- 
fect is felt only a few hundred miles, 
and tectonic earthquakes, which have 
great effect on the earth’s structure. 
These latter are caused when rock 
structure is stretched and bent by 
pressure, which builds up potential 
energy, and then snapped. As the 
broken pieces spring back, kinetic 
energy is released in the form of 
wave motion through the earth and 
on its surface. 

Seismology, according to Father 
Linihan, is a co-operative science 
with several stations working togeth- 
er to correlate their readings. The 
seismograph station at Weston Col- 
lege, which was established in 1929, 
is the central point for correlating 
data from six other stations in New 
England. The instrument is a pen- 
dulum placed in such a way as to be 
independent of the motion of the 
earth. The motion of the earth dur- 
ing a quake sets up an electric cur- 
rent in the instrument which is mea- 
sured by a galvanometer and trans- 
ferred by a light cell to photograph- 
ic paper. The motion is measured 
in three directions, longitudinal, 
transverse and up-and-down, which 
enables the station to plot the focus 
of distant quakes within a mile and 
of local ones within a yard. A move- 
ment of one four-thousandth of an 
inch in the earth’s surface would be 
recorded by the instrument. 

Father Linihan said a practical ap- 
plication of Seismology is the meas- 
urement of the depth of soil above 
bed rock which is of great value on 
construction projects. This is ac- 
complished by means of portable in- 
struments. 

Although New England is not in 
the “earthquake belt” it is not free 
from earthquakes — an average of fif- 
ty to sixty quakes occurring in this 
area every year. However, Father 
Linihan said these are almost all of 
a minor nature and are to be wel- 
comed as they relieve pressure in the 
rocks and prevent its being built 
up high enough to cause a major 
quake.

All 
licenses to expire May 31. 

2. Application for license under 
Chapter 140, Section 51 shall contain 
full information regarding applicant 
and establishment, his training and 
experience, and the names and ad- 
dresses of two citizens of Newton, 
one of whom shall be a physician, for 
reference purposes, evidence of good 
moral character and be accompanied 
by a physician’s statement as to free- 
dom from communicable disease. 
Blanks for this purpose shall be fur- 
nished by the Board. 

3. No license will be granted to 
conduct an establishment for the 
practice of massage or the giving 
of vapor baths until such establish- 
ment has been inspected by an em- 
ployee of the Newton Health Depart- 
ment. All establishments for the giv- 
ing of vapor baths or the practice 
of massage must be maintained in a 
sanitary manner at all times, have 
running hot and cold water available 
at all times and provide adequate 
arrangements for the separation of 
the sexes.

BasketBall Team t 
Starts Practice 
For Coming Season 

With the passing of Thanksgiving 
athletic interest at the Newton High 
school turns to winter sports. Foe 
ten days or more basketball candi- 
dates who were not on the football 
squad have been working out with 
Varsity Coach Beverly Wilson. On 
Wednesday of this week the football 
men reported and practice will get 
under way in preparation for the 
opening game with Watertown on 
Dec. 17th. 

Coach Wilson has a squad of about 
fifteen veteran and promising play- 
ers and is assisted by Victor Knap- 
man, assistant football coach. Coach 
MacDowell and Tom Fitts are each 
working with two other squads of 
about fifteen sophomores. 

The varsity squad is headed by 
Captain Phil Teschner, guard and 
George Norcross, the only letter men 
available from last year’s outfit 
which was the first to represent New- 
ton in the annual M. I. T. scholastic 
tournament. Other players who par- 
ticipated in the tourney game with 
Attleboro are Bob Beatty, forward, 
“Bullet” Joe Byrne, forward and 
“Goodie" Gentile, guard. Norcross 
is ineligible at present but is expect- 
ed to be available after the next 
marking period. 

Two promising candidates who 
have transferred from other schools 
are George “Buster" Doherty, from 
Our Lady High School. Having been 
in high school three months he is 
now eligible. Charles Coyer, reserve 
football end, played some basketball 
in military academy in the mid-west 
prior to transferring to Newton last 
September. Doherty is a forward and 
Coyer a guard. 

A group of seven candidates who 
played on the sophomore squads last 
year are expected to provide Coach 
Wilson with a balanced outfit. These 
include Dick Lowry, football centre 
who is a candidate for centre on the 
quintet, Robert Flagg, brother of 
John and Charles, former Newton 
star athletes, Louis Paulino, for- 
wards, Richard Farragher who plays 
either centre or forward, and Larry 
Tempesta, Paul Dunne and Tom Dev- 
lin, guards. These seven have two 
years of play before them to give the 
Newton squad excellent prospects. 
Two seniors who may make the grade 
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ns varsity prospects arc Santa Lou- 
izzo and Francis Donald. 

The orange and black quintet will 
play fourteen games this season, ten 
of which will be league affairs and 
two of which will be night games, 
one at home and the other away. The 
success of the night game with Wal- 
tham last year has prompted New- 
ton officials to schedule another Fri- 
day evening contest so that adults 
may witness this sporting event. The 
local schedule opens on Dec. 17th 
with Quincy coming to Newton in an 
afternoon game. Other teams to be 
met, outside of the league schedule 
are Watertown and Medford with the 
latter being opposed in two games on 
a home and home agreement. The 
league schedule includes home and 
home games with Brookline, Cam- 
bridge Latin, Rindge Tech, Arlington 
and Waltham.

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Postpone Action 
On Gas Station 
At Crystal Lake 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night definite 
action was again deferred on the 
matter of granting a permit for a 
gasoline filling station at 1365 Cen- 
tre st., Newton Centre, when on mo- 
tion of Alderman Gaddis the petition 
of Elsie Tufts of Somerville (repre- 
senting the Metropolitan Ice Com- 
pany) was referred back to commit- 
tee for further consideration. Aider- 
man Hoffman seconded the motion 
and remarked that possible new evi- 
dence had been received relative to 
the wishes of South Side residents 
on this matter, and it should be 
ascertained how many citizens favor 
or oppose the granting of the permit. 
Protests against the granting of the 
permit were received from the Wa- 
ban Improvement Association, and 
from two large groups of Newton 
Centre and Newton Highlands resi- 
dents. 

In past years several petitions for 
a permit to establish a filling station 
at this locus were turned down by 
the Board of Aldermen. About a 
year ago the petition, presented in 
the name of Elsie Tufts, and with 
Daniel Needham as attorney for the 
prospective owners of the proposed 
station, a number of persons, who 
had previously been strong objectors 
against the establishment of a filling 
station at the site, because they 
claimed it would create a danger- 
ous traffic hazard, and be a menace 
to school children, changed their at- 
titude for various reasons, and fa- 
vored the granting of the permit. 
Some changed their minds on the 
question because an agreement had 
allegedly been made whereby the 
Metropolitan Ice Company, in return 
for the granting of the filling station 
permit, would agree to change from 
business to residence zone the balance 
of their property adjoining or near 
to Crystal Lake. At least a couple 
of the former objectors to the filling 
station permit were alleged to have 
changed their minds for other rea- 
sons. 

The Board of Aldermen was split 
on the question. Some thought that 
they were justified in changing their

School Budget For 
1941 Presented By 
School Department 

The school budget for the year of 
1941 was received on Saturday from 
the School Department by Mayor 
Goddard. The Mayor expressed his 
appreciation of the early receipt of 
the budget by saying that its re- 
ceipt this year much earlier than 
usual is the result of excellent co- 
operation by the School Committee 
and the School Department in meet- 
ing the requests of the Mayor and 
Board of Aldermen for such early 
presentation. Inasmuch as several 
months of the school year elapse be- 
fore the beginning of the fiscal year 
for the other city departments, the 
Aldermen in recent years believed 
that it is important that the school 
budget be made out before the be- 
ginning of the regular fiscal year. 
The Mayor stated that the budget 
was worked out by all the members 
of the School Committee, instead of 
by a sub-committee as in the past; 
was prepared in greater detail, and 
in accordance with modem, accepted 
practise. 

The total budget for 1941 is 
$1,505,416.19; a decrease of $10,- 
113.34 from this year’s budget. The 
budget for the regular schools is 
$1,413,446.79, a decrease of $14,009.65 
from 1940, or 1.2 per cent. The 
Trade School budget for 1941 is 
$3893.31 more than that of 1940; it 
totals $91,696.40. 

Actual school expenditures in 
1938 were $1,441,381.44; in 1939 $1,- 
427,535.16; this year it is expected 
about $20,000 will be returned from 
a budget of $1,515,532.53. 

Colby Resigns As 
Ward 7 Alderman 


Clarence C. Colby, Alderman-at- 
Large from Ward 7 tendered his res- 
ignation at the meeting of the Board 
on Monday night because of the fact 
that he will begin his duties next 
month as a Representative in the 
Legislature from the 4th Middlesex 
District. His successor will be cho- 
sen by the Board at its next meet- 
ing. A resolution offered by Aider- 
man Rawson, giving Colby high praise 
for his services during the six years 
he has been an Alderman, was unani- 
mously adopted. Alderman Lock- 
wood of Ward 7 was appointed by 
President Floyd to succeed Colby as 
chairman of the committee on 
Soldiers’ Relief, and Alderman Jamie- 
son was appointed to succeed Colby 
on that committee. 

The Board voted to grant a rebate 
of $561 to Dr. Fletcher Colby, and 
a rebate of $2193 to Arnold Hart- 
mann on sewer assessments on Mea- 
dowbrook rd., Oak Hill. 

Alderman Fahey’s motion that a 
committee be appointed to study the 
matter of fees to be charged on per- 
mits, licenses and services given by 
the City of Newton, was passed.

Not Guilty Verdict 
In Case of Driver 
W-o Looked Back 


In the Newton court last Friday 
Judge Edmund Murray of Wellesley, 
associate justice of the Dedham 
court, found Harry Tolchinsky, 35, 
of Lyford st., Dorchester, not guilty 
of operating a motor vehicle so as to 
endanger the safety of the public. On 
Nov. 19 at 11 a. m. a small delivery 
truck owned by Joslin Dyers & 
Cleansers of Cambridge, and driven 
by Tolchinsky, hit a ladder opposite 
200 Langley rd., Newton Centre. 
Alexander Merchant, 22, of 23 Davis 
ave., West Newton, who was on the 
ladder, was hurled 22 feet down to 
the sidewalk. Merchant, employed 
by the Heath Tree Service, was en- 
gaged in trimming trees for the City 
of Newton. 

In his report to Newton police on 
the day of the accident, Tolchinsky 
stated that he was operating the 
truck at a speed of between 25 and 
28 miles when he became aware that 
a bundle in the truck was slipping 
out of place, and that he turned to 
push the bundle back. When he 
faced forward again, he observed the 
ladder about 10 feet in front of the 
truck, and also observed another 
truck coming in the opposite direc- 
tion. Tolchinsky stated that he then 
applied the brakes very hard, the 
wheels of the truck locked, and it 
skidded into the approaching truck, 
after the rear of the truck had hit 
the ladder. 

William Leonard, Assistant City 
Engineer of Newton, testified that 
ne had measured skid marks made 
by the tires on the truck driven by 
Tolchinsky, and that the truck had 
skidded 24 feet before hitting the lad- 
der, and 33 feet before stopping. 
The street was dry and the day clear, 
according to evidence. William Mc- 
Grath, foreman of the Newton For- 
estry Division, who was in charge 
of the job where Merchant was work- 
ing, testified that the truck driven by 
Tolchinsky approached at a high 
rate of speed. Signs warning that 
men were working on trees were 
placed on Langley rd. in both direc- 
tions approaching where the men 
were working. James DiCarlo of 34

Charter Objection 
Raised by Hoffman

Alderman Rawson doubted that Hoff- 
man’s charter objection could be sus- 
tained, but President Floyd ruled 
that it could. 

Appropriations made at the meet- 
ing included: old age assistance, 
$6500; Accounting Dept., clerical sal- 
aries, $100; compensation for stenog- 
rapher at aldermanic meetings for 
year, $100; snow removal. $7500; 
sewer and drain in Meredith rd., 
$1200; repairs on Walnut st., $4000; 
Water Dept., office expenses, $350; 
mains in various streets, $3495.

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A STUDY IN CONTRASTS 

The assembly hall of the Newton High School is the locale of 
many altairs of contrasting influence and interest. In addition 
to the use of this auditorium by outside organizations for forum 
meetings, amateur theatricals and concerts, frequently the reg- 
ular scholastic uses of the hall with which the public is not so well 
acquainted are both interesting and worthwhile. 

On Sunday afternoon the annual Christmas Vesper Service of 
the high school musical organizations was presented. This public 
affair attracted an audience of nearly 1000 persons. The selec- 
tion of music of the Christmas season and the presentation of it 
by the glee club, orchestra, verse speaking choir, a trumpet quar- 
tet and a cantata by the combined girls’ and boys’ choruses, 
voice culture class, glee club and faculty clearly indicated the im- 
portance of vocal training, and at the Christmas season, particu- 
larly the development of the Christian spirit. 

On Wednesday morning at an assembly of boys the presenta- 
tion of root ball letters and fall tennis tournament prizes was 
made. Athletics was the keynote. Grouped on the stage were the 
eighteen members of the faculty who form the coaching staffs 
of the numerous sports provided for the 1200 boy pupils, as well 
as the ox:e hundred or more youths who recently earned awards 
for at’ letie proficiency. There has come to be a growing recog- 
nition of the value of athletics to the growing young manhood of 
this country and it is a wholesome and beneficial program which 
is provided and supervised in our Newton schools. 

Whether it is the development of the body, the mind, or the 
soul, one has only to witness these two gatherings to know that 
the youth of Newton are being given opportunities that are es- 
sential to a better life. 


BUY TAGGED CHRISTMAS GREENS 

The season for the display of Christmas Greens is at hand. 
This year the Massachusetts Department of Agriculture is issu- 
ing tags to be attached to Christmas trees and green materials 
which have been procured legitimately. During recent years there 
has been a growing tendency to cut greens illegally and without 
authority, resulting in a tremendous annual loss of material and 
destruction of property. There are seven primary reasons ' for 
tagging the Christmas greens material. To help prevent boot- 
legging and stealing; to protect the taxpayer and to benefit the 
land-owner; to conserve the fast disappearing varieties of various 
greens; to prevent wholesale and wanton destruction; to encour- 
age the reforestation of woodlands; to further the planting of 
holly, laurel, Christmas trees for the market; to be in step with 
other states officially tagging greens. 

Tagging of greens also will tend to offset the reselling of stolen 
wreaths taken from doors and other places. Promotion of efforts 
for conserving our Christmas greens is sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts Conservation Council and by the conservation groups 
among many women’s clubs. They ask the public to buy only 
tagged Christmas greens.

Because of the early arrival of 
snow this year, there have been sev- 
eral children already killed in New 
England in coasting accidents, and 
many injured by colliding with auto- 
mobiles. Public highways cannot be 
closed to traffic by automobiles just 
to permit children to coast on them. 
Police cannot patrol all streets con- 
stantly, nor can street departments 
place sand not only on all public 
streets, but also on private ways. A 
large percentage of accidents, in 
which children coasting collide with 
automobiles, occur when the young- 
sters coast down private ways and 
cross streets. Last Friday after- 
noon the car we were driving almost 
hit two boys on a sled as they coast- 
ed down Rockland pi. and across 
High st. at Upper Falls. The co-op- 
eration of parents and school teach- 
ers in warning children not to coast 
on, or across, public highways, and 
the co-operation of the children in 
heeding such warnings, is necessary 
if the number of coasting accidents 
will be reduced. 

While talking about coasting acci- 
dents, it may be timely to also warn 
pedestrians about the hazard of skid- 
ding automobiles on icy or snow- 
covered streets. A large percentage 
of those who have operated auto- 
mobiles have had thrills — or acci- 
dents caused by skidding during the 
winter months. Motorists know that 
an automobile is liable to go into a 
skid when brakes are applied on a 
snow or ice-covered street. One is 
apt to apply brakes when approach- 
ing a pedestrian walking on a street. 
Pedestrians should also realize this 
and take whatever precautions they 
can. 

Also, it is hazardous for "thumb- 
ers” to stand out on snow-covered 
streets bumming rides. The num- 
ber of husky youths we observed on 
streets near the high school last 
Thursday afternoon "thumbing” 
rides indicated that another anti- 
thumbing campaign should be con- 
ducted at that school. 

Since he first became a member 
of the Board of Aldermen two years 
ago. Carrol Hoffman has shown com- 
mendable activity in trying to lower 
the cost of running the City of New- 
ton. Sometimes Mr. Hoffman has 
been correct in his views, and other 
times fin our opinion) he has been 
incorrect. We believe he was incor- 
rect on Monday night when he raised 
a "charter obiection” to the authori- 
zation of a $50,000 bond issue for 
water main improvements. He ar- 
gued that there is a surplus of $85,- 
000 in the Water Department funds, 
and that this should be used. He 
refused to change his attitude when 
he was told that it has been the 
practice in Newton not to use sur- 
plus funds for permanent improve- 
ments, but to amortize costs of such 
improvements over a period of years. 

Were Alderman Hoffman an old 
resident of Newton he would have 
known that since this community 
became a city it has been the prac- 
tice of all Boards of Aldermen to 
amortize the costs of permanent im- 
provements over a period of years by 
the issuance of bonds. They rea- 
soned that such improvements would 
benefit Newton residents for many 
years, so the cost of these improve- 
ments should not be saddled onto 
taxpayers in one or two years. We 
believe this viewpoint is right. 

About 10 years ago when costly 
improvements were needed in the 
water system of Newton and to meet 
these costs an increase was made 
in the rates charged for water in 
this city. It was agreed at that 
time by the then Board of Aider- 
men that if the increased rates would 
produce a surplus in the Water De- 
partment, these rates would be re- 
duced. Each year since the rates 
were increased, there has been a 
surplus, but the rates have not been 
decreased. They should be. 


A couple of months ago over 90 
per cent of the people of the U. S. 
A. were strongly opposed to this 
country becoming engaged in the ter- 
rible war which has been in progress 
for the past year and more between 
Germany and Britain. We believe 
that a great majority of the people 
of this country still oppose U. S. A. 
entering the war. During the Presi- 
dential campaign both President 
Roosevelt and Wendell Willkie re- 
peatedly asserted that they were op- 
posed to this country becoming in- 
volved in the war. Before election 
leaders of the British government 
stated that while they hoped and ex- 
pected that the U. S. A. would give 
all possible aid short of war, they 
did not expect this country to en- 
ter the war. 

A couple of months ago the news 
came frankly from England that an 
intensive campaign of British propa- 
ganda would be waged in the U. S. 
A. That campaign was launched, 
and since the election increasing de- 
mands have come both from British 
leaders and from very voluble groups 
in this country that we should plunge 
into the war. Some of the British 
propagandists in the U. S. A. are 
volunteers; sincere persons whose 
love for — or sympathy with Britain 
—causes them to want us to jeopar- 
dize the future of our nution and 
sacrifice lives of many thousands of 
our young men by plunging into war 
before we are prepared. Other pro- 
war propagandists in this country 
are actuated by selfish reasons. They 
advocate wur because of financial 
motives. Many of the "intelligentsia" 
in this land who are clamoring that 
we use U. S. warships to convoy 
ships carrying supplies to Britain, or 
thut we send U. S. warships to de- 
fend British and Dutch possessions 
in the Far East (both of which 


would bo absolute acts of war), 
would not be so militant but for the 
fact that they are too old to enter 
8'rvice in (he army or navy; and some 
of them*did not serve in the A. E. F. 
in the World War, though they were 
young enough then to do so. It is 
quite easy to be brave, when some- 
one else will have to face the dan- 
gers of war. 

Recently the Mayor of a Massa- 
chusetts city, who had been indicted 
for receiving brihes, ended his life. 
We do not condone his alleged mal- 
feasance in public office. But, we do 
give him credit for having had suffi- 
cient conscience to be so filled with 
remorse over his alleged misconduct 
in office, that he inflicted the su- 
preme penalty on himself. How dif- 
ferent was this unfortunate man 
from a number of men who have 
held public offices in this (and other) 
States and who have been corrupt 
and dishonest. These venal and un- 
faithful recipients of public trust 
were not (and are not) filled with re- 
morse or shame. Instead they hold 
their heads high, prate about pa- 
triotism and even idealism, and some 
of them profess to be quite religious, 
and actually think they possess this 
virtue. Some of them are continued 
in public office even though they are 
known tQ be dishonest. Some of 
them have been bold enough to vio- 
late the laws in accepting bribes and 
graft. Others, more clever, cau- 
tious or cowardly, have used a pub- 
lic office to obtain wrongful gain in 
devious ways which would keep them 
clear of criminal prosecution. They 
are insidious cancers, as dangerous 
to the future of democracy, as are 
the despots now threatening the con- 
tinuity of democracy. The despots 
must at least be accredited with be- 
ing open enemies. 


The past week we read a letter re- 
cently sent to a Newton resident by 
a young man in England describing 
the mental processes and the ordeal 
through which he and neighbors of 
his in London went through during 
the phases of the war from its start 
until the Nazis unloosed the increased 
bombing fury in September. He did 
not describe the more harrowing de- 
tails, but what he told was sufficient 
to give a mental picture of the ter- 
rific strain the people of London have 
been under for months. The writer 
has been a cripple for 15 years and 
has suffered much. But he displays 
a wonderful fortitude. He did not 
complain or ask for aid. But after 
reading his letter, one could not but 
think how wonderful it would be for 
those now enjoying peace and plen- 
ty in this country, if, instead of 
spending money on perfunctory ex- 
change of Christmas gifts, many of 
which are of little practical value, 
to donate some of the money so spent 
to war victims now enduring priva- 
tions in Britain and Europe.

50 YEARS AGO 


Newton Graphic, December 5, 1890 

The mayoralty contest on Tuesday 
was such a close one that both sides 
were prepared to celebrate the vic- 
tory, but the Republicans postponed 
their fireworks and the Citizens fired 
the cannons, shot off the skyrockets 
and touched off the redlights, and 
in other ways showed their satisfac- 
tion over the election returns. About 
6 o’clock when returns from the 
South Side came in, it looked as 
though Mr. Pettee were winning and 
the Upper Falls would have the cel- 
ebration; but the Wards from the 
North side all gave more or less a 
majority to Mr. Hibbard, and when 
word came from Ward 3 that he had 
a majority of 12 there, with 27 more 
votes to be counted, the celebration 
began. 

The Citizens headquarters in El- 
iot Hall, Newton, were packed, and 
the crowd cheered for everything it 
could think of. Nonantum sent for 
Mr. Hibbard and he gave a brief 
address at the Atheneum Hall where 
a large crowd had assembled, and he 
was cheered to the echo. Refresh- 
ments were served by Paxton, and 
illuminations and fireworks gave the 
place a July 4th appearance. At 9 
o’clock Mr. Hibbard and his party 
left for his residence on Washing- 
ton st., where hundreds from Wards 
1 and 7 had gathered to congratulate 
him. A larger company of boys 
surrounded the house, burning red 
lignts, other boys built a bon- 
fire on the Silsby estate across the 
street, and neighboring houses were 
brightly illuminated. A cannon near- 
by kept booming and visitors kept 
coming. Mr. Paxton and a large 
corps of assistants were kept busy 
serving refreshments. 


Hermon E. Hibbard was born at 
North Hero, Vermont, 42 years ago, 
came to Boston in 1866 and two years 
later became owner of the Bryant & 
Stratton School in Boston. He be- 
came a resident of Newton in 1873 
and has taken an active interest in 
the development of the city. 


Wednesday morning the thermom- 
eter registered a few degrees below 
zero, but during the day the cold 
moderated, there was a heavy snow- 
fall, which in the evening turned to 
rain and the mercury went up to 58. 
A change of 60 degrees and back 
again in 24 hours is rather phenome- 
nal even for New England. 


There can be no doubt that the 
Hibbard men who visited the New- 
ton club on Tuesday night were en- 
tirely satisfied with the political com- 
plexion of the city for 1941 and were 
feeling well. Their spirit was so 
generously diffused, that it appar- 
ently affected some of the club mem- 
bers who thought they voted for Pet- 


tee and they considerably augment- 
ed the Hibbard forces. 


While Dr. McLaughlin was driving 
past Cole’s shop on Washington st., 
West Newton, last Monday, the head 
block and transom bolt on his bug- 
gy gave way, throwing him out and 
injuring his head. I. H. Snow, the 
pharmacist, dressed his wounds.

SAVINGS BY SURVEYS

Dear Sir: 

There has been during the year 
considerable publicity urging a gen- 
eral "survey” of all departments of 
the City Government by an outside 
organization. 

Recently a letter was published 
commenting upon the savings made 
in the Soldiers’ Relief Department 
and the suggestion was made that if 
the general survey had been made, 
as recommended, similar economies 
would have been accomplished in 
other departments. 

Now the savings in the Soldiers’ 
Relief Department was made, as 
shown conclusively in the report on 
file by a reduction in the number 
aided. 

There is only one other department 
in our city where savings of this 
kind could be made — the Public Wel- 
fare Department. Here, however, 
there is one big difference, those 
receiving welfare aid cannot be taken 
off the relief roll, in spite of their 
shortcomings, for they must live and 
they have nowhere else to go. 

The most substantial saving that 
can be made in this department is 
by getting those receiving aid back 
to work. This has been demon- 
strated. No further study is neces- 
sary. The setting up of an efficient 
organization, for the purpose of re- 
turning these men and women to pri- 
vate employment would mean a real 
saving, not only in taxes but in hu- 
man misery. 

With relation to the other depart- 
ments, I believe there is one funda- 
mental lacking, which must be sup- 
plied before sufficient information 
could be gained trom a survey to 
make it valuable -the lack of a sys- 
tematic compilation of cost records, 
from which by careful analysis ex- 
travagances, duplication of effort, or 
ot’her inefficiencies could be recog- 
nized and corrected. 

Our accounting today is sufficient 
to establish the fr.ct that expendi- 
tures have been made and that they 
have been charged to the proper ap- 
propriation. The records of expendi- 
tures, however, are not divided in 
such a way as to furnish a basis 
for a study of departmental costs. 

The cost of labor and supervision 
is buried in aggregate payrolls, ma- 
terial costs are unseparated, and 
equipment and overhead are charged 
to general accounts. 

Under these circumstances I see 
little chance of finding the spot 
where, or the method by which sav- 
ings can be made, and feel that 
money spent for a survey of all de- 
partments at this time, or until cost 
records can be established and com- 
piled for a sufficient length of time, 
in each department, to form a use- 
ful basis of study, analysis, and con- 
clusions, would be wasted. 

I believe, moreover, that it would 
be less expensive and more effective 
to set up within our city organization 
a statistical bureau, a research de- 
partment, a cost engineer or a finan- 
cial adviser to the Mayor — call it 
what you will— and put upon this in- 
dividual or group the responsibility 
of establishing departmental cost 
systems from which could be obtained 
the necessary facts, to make an ex- 
haustive study or survey worth 
while. 

A general survey at this time is 
not the answer.

VETERANS BECAME PAWNS

Dear Sir: 

It is easy to agree with you, when, 
in your column last week you state, 
"Newton is a community with people 
of a higher degree of intelligence 
than in the average community — ,” 
but, it is difficult to reconcile this 
thought with the intimation that the 
Soldiers’ Relief Committee as deserv- 
ing such praise by the Taxpayer’s 
Association for what they term as 
"the outstanding accomplishment of 
the year in city government.’’ 

The shameful treatment of the 
veterans at the hands of this com- 
mittee from the time the schedule of 
payments to needy veterans was re- 
duced to a point below that received 
by ordinary non-veteran cases under 
the Department of Public Welfare 
most certainly does not command 
such acclamation. These schedules 
were made up on relatively short no- 
tice after a rapid calculation of the 
averages paid to recipients through- 
out the State, and had no basis on 
the needs of the veterans or their 
standards of living in this city. The 
writer wus informed by the commit- 
tee that they intended to operate on 


the trial and error method until they 
could learn what it was all about: 
In September 1939. Thus the veter- 
ans became the pawns on the chess- 
board of the committee. 

Of course there were abuses — but 
not to the extent credited to the 
committee. The bulk of the savings 
came directly from the recipients 
who were unable to stomach the 
lion’s den attitude of the committee 
sitting periodically in judgment over 
the destiny of the unfortunate veter- 
an temporarily beset by conditions. 
Can the committee claim to have 
found the employment for the 74 
. cases mentioned as obtaining em- 
I ployment in their report? Can they 
' claim that theirs was the source of 
the help that enabled 9 other fami- 
lies to become ineligible? I have 
not seen one iota of evidence that 
would lead me to believe that Mr. 
Colby’s committee succeeded in in- 
creasing the happiness of any vet- 
eran in Newton. 

The figures speak eloquently and 
in man’s service to man can Mr. 
Colby’s committee truthfully say: 
"We have helped alleviate suffering, 
we have aided the distressed, we 
have brought hope and light into the 
lives of those stricken temporarily, 
we have unselfishly given all we 
could to do these things.” The Sol- 
diers’ Relief Committee has been a 
heartless committee, doting in the 
cowering attitude of those who, when 
they tried to plead their cause in 
the "sanctum sanctorum” where 
they were forced to go to meet the 
committee, became tongue-tied and 
were grateful to receive half-a-loaf, 
if anything.

The Home prop- 
erty located in West Newton was 
purchased in 1917 and a two-story 
wing added in 1928.

Rotary Club 

Mr. Everett W. Stevens, instructor 
in psychology at Boston University, 
was the speaker at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club on 
Monday noon. Mr. Stevens discussed 
the subject, “Why Is Italy Bogging 
Down in Greece?” He is particular- 
ly qualified in this field as he has 
spent the last four years as a teacher 
of Psychology and English at Ana- 
tolia College, an American College 
located in Thessaloniki, Greece. This 
is the second largest city in Greece 
and is known erroneously to Ameri- 
cans as Salonika. 

Geographically Greece is a compar- 
atively small country, about the size 
of New York State in area with a 
population of six million. It has few 
natural resources and seventy per 
cent of its production is agricultural. 
Due to living for four hundred years 
under Turkish rule in a condition of 
virtual slavery the people have be- 
come superstitious and very suspi- 
cious of every one else’s motives. 
The people are very ingenious as is 
proved by their mercantile successes 
when given a chance. At present 
they arc pro-British due to education 
provided in Greek Universities by 
Britain and by the personal efforts 
of King George of Greece, who is 
related to the English royal family. 

In accordance with the treaties 
following the first World War the 
country gained about a million new 
inhabitants with a resultant lessen- 
ing of living standards and opportuni- 
ties. From 1923 to 1935 there were 
twenty-nine different governments 
lasting from a few months to three 
years at the longest. Premier Me- 
taxas returned from exile to become 
minister of war, and in 1935. on the 
death of Venizelos, became premier 
of the country. He soon made him- 
self dictator and in the usual dicta- 
tor pattern he immediately abolished 
all political parties, did away with 
the freedom of the press and estab- 
lished a rigid censorship. In 1937- 
38. after suppressing a rebellion and 
deporting the rebels, he instituted 
travel restrictions which were en- 
forced by his own police. 

When Italy invaded Albania in 1938 
the Greek people wanted to fight at 
once. Metaxas, however, concluded 
trade agreements with Italy and Ger- 
many. The Greek people, who cher- 
ish their liberties and democratic 
processes as we do, did not like these 
policies and open revolt was immi- 
nent. The Italians were aware of 
these undercurrents and felt that a 
bold move on their part would bring 
Greece to her knees. However, Pre- 
mier Metaxas changed his previous 
stand and decided to challenge Italy’s 
aggression. There are three prob- 
able explanations for this change, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stevens: first, there is 
the possibility that Metaxas was in- 
fluenced by English money which has 
been poured into Greece: second, that 
he learned a lesson from what hap- 
pened in the cases of Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia; and third, and also 
the most probable reason, that he 
realized the unpopularity of his poli- 
cies and wishes to become a national 
hero with a life tenure as leader of 
his people. 

As to the possibility of the Greeks 
holding their own in a long struggle 
Mr. Stevens does not think this pos- 
sible without outside aid or the in- 
ternal collapse of Italy. The Greeks 
have practically no supplies or muni- 
tions, few fighting planes and no 
bombers, and have only a small army 
in the field. Naturally England is 
aiding Greece and it seems obvious 
that Greece would not fight unless 
some understanding had also been 
made with Turkey, her eastern neigh- 
bor. In conclusion Mr. Stevens said 
the main reason for the bogging down 
is the misinterpretation by the Itali- 
ans of the temper of the Greek 
people who are fighting an inspired 
battle against an army already wear- 
ied from five years in the field. 

6 Months In Jail 
For Auto Thief 

In the Newton court on Monday 
Judge Mayberry sentenced Daniel j 
Morgan, Jr.. 43. of Somerville to . 
serve 6 months in Billerica prison for 
stealing an automobile in Newton on 
September 7. The car was the prop- 
erty of Emile Parent of 234 Belle- 
vue st.. Newton. While driving the 
stolen car, Morgan was arrested in 
Stoneham on a charge of drunken 
driving, and he served 3 months in 
jail because he was unable to pay a 
fine of 8100.

Warning to Aliens 
Not Registered 


From the office of Mayor Goddard 
comes the following warning to aliens 
who have not yet registered, and who 
must do so before December 26. 

Since it is a matter of deep con- 
cern to our national defense it has 
been suggested that our local papers 
call attention to the fact that Alien 
Registration officially ends on Decem- 
ber 26th. No Registration of Aliens 
who were in this country prior to 
August 27th will be accepted after 
that date. Inasmuch as the office 
in the main Post Office in Boston 
is handling the registration for New- 
ton and other outlying communities 
as well as Boston non-citizens who 
register now can save themselves a 
great deal of inconvenience during 
the last minute rush. 

Registration results to date have 
been excellent by and large through- 
out the country. Non-citizens all 
over the nation have shown a fine 
spirit of friendliness and cooperation 
in identifying themselves as law- 
abiding residents. However, there 
are a number of non-citizens still to 
be registered by the end of the regis- 
tration period. In order that no one 
may claim ignorance of the law, it is 
essential that the requirements be 
made known as widely as possible.

Miss Simon, the school nurse, 
conducted and assisted the pupils 
taking the test, which is held for 
both new students nnd for those 
whose hearing requires frequent 
check-ups.

Hockey Team Opens 
Season Tomorrow 


The Newton high school hockey 
team will open the 1940-41 season, in 
defense of its last year’s Greater 
Boston Interscholastic League cham- 
pionship, tomorrow afternoon at the 
Boston Garden. Although Coach 
Evan Johnson has seven lettermen 
from last year’s squad available but 
two of these saw regular duty last 
year. These two youths are co-cap- 
tains Phil Fessenden and Joe Beatty. 
Fessenden was left wing on the 
high-scoring 1939 first line with Tom 
Dugan and Walter Hurley but this 
year has moved over to right wing. 
Beatty was regular left defense last 
year and will fill that position again. 

Teammates of Fessenden’s on 
Coach Johnson’s first line tomorrow 
will be Stan Collinson at left wing 
and Francis Carvelli at centre. Col- 
linson is captain-elect of the 1941 
_ tennis team and Carvelli is a broth- 
j er of A1 Carvelli, former Newton 
' high and B. U. hockey captain and 


star. Guy Monroe, a transfer from 
Huntington school where he played 
some hockey, will be on defense with 
Beatty. Bill McKenna, spare goalie 
last year and one of the seven avail- 
able lettermen, will be in the nets. 
All members of the starting team are 
seniors with the exception of Mon- 
roe. 

The second forward line comprises 
John Corcoran at centre and Foster 
Ellingwood and Herb Muthcr on the 
wings. All three are lettermen with 
Muther playing on the second line 
last year and the others on the third 
string unit. Charlie French, football 
star and hockey letterman, teams 
with Dick Gleason as reserve de- 
fense man while Bill Ormsby, son of 
the well-known former college 
coach, is the spare goalie. A third 
string line is comprised of Bob White 
and Bob McKnight on the wings with 
either Everett Olds or Francis Rob- 
art at centre. Of this quartet all but 
McKnight were members of last 
year’s intermediate squad. A “pony” 
line consisting of the jayvee unit of 
last year when sophomores, includes 
Ray Eusden, Bill McMilland and Dave 
Hunting. Herbert Farrier is a re- 
serve defense man. John Fahey, cen- 
re. and Bob Walker, wing or defense, 
are two other promising players who 
may earn positions shortly. Of those 
named, all have earned either var- 
sity, intermediate, or jayvee hockey 
letters except Monroe. Fahey, Orms- 
by, Walker and McKnight. 

Other candidates who are striving 
to earn a place on the squad of 28 
which Coach Johnson plans to carry 
include Switzer, Bill Spiers, Rock- 
wood Smyth, Robert Brewer, Ken- 
neth Hyatt, John Doherty and John 
Keating. 

Coach Johnson will continue the 
style of play which last year brought 
the orange and black its first cham- 
pionship sextet in twelve years.

on a 35-yard end sweep with Rezutti 
adding the point. Ormsby tallied two 
other touchdowns on end runs of 
20-yards and 90-yards. 

The intermediates final-game start- 
ing lineup was comprised of Hay and 
Boyd, ends; Dailey and Burkhart, 
tackles; Celluci and Harris, guards; 
Fitchet, centre; and Casella, Orms- 
by, Paulino and Rezutti, backs. Oth- 
er leading players on the squad were 
Eden, centre, Gridley, guard, Hous- 
ton, end, and Hyde, Hyatt and Par- 
ker, backs. The intermediates were 
coached by Jeff Jones. 

The junior varsity squad lost a 
12 to 0 decision to the Watertown 
seconds with Watertown capitalizing 
on two important breaks, one a pass 
interception and the other a New- 
ton fumble, to set up scoring oppor- 
tunities.

To each of you, a familiar story takes on new mean* 
ing because of the emergency which has arisen.

The doughboy of 1916 had never talked by radio- 
telephone, for there was none; his orders couldn’t reach 
him by teletypewriter, as they may now; he probably 
had never heard of a dial telephone. 

Today, the telephone, aided by radio, encircles the

globe; teletypewriters flash the written messages of the 
military and civilian establishments of the nation from 
one coast to the other. . . . Nearly three-quarters of a 
million dials, of watch-like precision, speed New Eng- 
land’s calls to their destinations. Two thousand motor- 
ized units, whose mobilizing power New England saw 
after the hurricane, carry on the services of supply, 
construction, installation and repair.

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A Lecture on Christian Science 

Entitled 

Christian Science: 

Its Answer to Human Problems 

by 

PETER V. ROSS. C.S.B.

Member of the Board of Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts 


A large and attentive audience was 
present at First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Newton, on Friday eve- 
ning, December 6th, when Peter V. 
Ross of San Francisco, delivered a 
lecture entitled “Christian Science: 
Its Answers to Human Problems.” 

Mr. Paul R. Carmack, First Read- 
er, in introducing the lecturer said, 
in part: 

Friends, testimonies in the Chris- 
tian Science periodicals, and at Wed- 
nesday Evening Meetings in Chris- 
tian Science Churches all over the 
world, provide abundant evidence of 
the practical value of Christian Sci- 
ence in meeting the needs of man- 
kind. 

I should like to speak of two oc- 
casions when the truth as taught in 
Christian Science met pressing prob- 
lems for me. 

Shortly after Christian Science 
was presented to me I found myself 
in a large western city, without work 
and literally down to my last dollar. 

I turned to Christian Science for 
help. Soon, from a friend in a dis- 
tant state who knew nothing of my 
financial state and lack of work, came 
news of a position in which he 
thought I might be interested. I was. 
The position was accepted and my 
need was met. 

On another occasion I was serious- 
ly ill with appendicitis. Again I ap- 
plied my understanding of Christian 
Science, and was quickly and com- 
pletely healed. 

The Bible assures us that “God is 
no respecter of persons.” What He 
does for one, He will do for all. Any 
doubt you may have regarding that 
fact should be completely removed 
by the lecture you are about to hear. 

The Lecturer is a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of the Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston. 

I take great pleasure in introduc- 
ing to you Mr. Peter V. Ross, of San 
Francisco. 

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows: 

Is there any ill known to mankind 
that cannot be remedied by spiritual 
enlightenment? Not if we accept the 
statement of Christ Jesus, ‘‘The truth 
shall make you free.” Our difficulties 
then must rest in misapprehension or 
ignorance of reality. Their cure must 
come in that understanding for which 
Solomon prayed, and which, when 
acquired, awakened him somewhat to 
the fact that then and there was he in 
possession of all things needful — 
wisdom, knowledge, riches, honor. 

Spiritual understanding, it will be 
conceded, is the universal necessity. 
Without it one has an inadequate if 
not a wretched state of existence. 
With it one begins to see the real 
universe and the real man; begins to 
appreciate the perfection in which 
God has established His creation. For 
the universe, viewed as it actually is, 
assuredly must be an orderly, a kindly 
realm wherein are peace and plenty 
for every individual. 

And man, as genuinely constituted, 
must be a perpetual manifestation of 
divine intelligence and invincible Life. 
He has the strength and the ability to 
accomplish all that may be legitimate- 
ly demanded of him. Governed by the 
divine purpose, he knows no dangers 
or limitations to interfere with his 
progress or frustrate his success. 

SPIRITUAL UNDERSTANDING 

Spiritual understanding is advanced 
by recognizing that God is the only 
Mind, and that this all-knowing Mind 
finds expression through man and con- 
stantly imparts unerring intelligence 
to individual consciousness. One who 
gratefully realizes and utilizes this 
simple yet dynamic truth has the sat- 
isfaction of seeing his limitations 
gradually lessen. He finds his capacity 
for achievement enlarging and his 
sense of rigntful dominion expand- 
ing. He is better enabled to solve his 
problems, whether social or business 
or whatnot. A larger degree of suc- 
cess and usefulness is the inevitable 
result. 

What right have we to say that God 
is Mind? Because we are convinced 
that God knows all things and is 
everywhere present. Mind measures 
up to these requirements. More than 
once do New Testament writers refer 
to Deity, either expressly or by impli- 
cation, as Mind. Thus does Mind, as a 
name for Deity, satisfy both reason 
and revelation. In Science God is also 
defined as Soul which reminds us that 
Mind, in its fullest sense, is much 
Xicher than more intellect. It embraces 
the finer qualities of sympathy, love, 
beauty, animation. In other words 
Mind, in order to be an adequate name 
for Deity, must be in accord with 
divine Principle. 

The proximate or immediate cause 
of many of the problems and dis- 
tresses in human experience is fear; 
but fear, for the most part, is trace- 
able to either ignorance or conscious 
wrongdoing. The unknown is peopled 
with fancied dangers. The unfailing 
panacea is more light, clearer vision, 
fuller understanding, unswerving 
character. 

Equipped with spiritual vision and 
enlightened righteousness, with which 
God endows man, one feels secure and 
unafraid: one sees the futility of evil, 
the illusory nature of disease, und the 
groundlessness of poverty, regardless 
of appearances. For It is inconceivable 
thut a heneficient God has projected 
man unprotected into an unfriendly 
universe. “Thou openost thine hand.” 
says the Psalmist, “and satisflest the 
desire of every living thing.” | 


PROMOTION OF HEALTH 

Health Is promoted by the intelligent 
and reverent Insistence that renlly 
man is in the present and permanent 
enjoyment of it, rather than by en- 
treaty or importunate appeal for di- 
vine help. For Life is God: and there- 
for Life experiences no disease, no 
age, no beginning, no end. And this 
resistless, invulnerable, resplendent 
Life is the life of man. 

It is through mnn that everlasting 
Life is made manifest. Man is the 
indisputable witness to the presence 
of Life. He cannot do otherwise than 
feel its constant exuberance. He 
cannot know suffering because Life 
can brook no opposition. The functions 
of Life cannot be silenced or slowed 
down. They are in perpetual and un- 
labored operation even to the utter- 
most recesses of real being. One who 
meditates on these truths, reasons 
them out, and assimilates them, will 
gradually prove the Christian Science 
proposition that disease is belief, mes- 
merism, appearance, ignorance as dis- 
tignuished from actuality. 

Intelligent prayer consists, there- 
fore, not in apprising God of our 
needs and beseeching Him to supply 
them according to our views, but rath- 
er in thankfully recognizing that in 
providing for man He has left nothing 
undone. Jesus assures us, “Your 
Father knoweth what things ye have 
need of before ye nsk Him.” Mrs. 
Eddy, reinforcing this assurance, de- 
clares in her inimitable way (Science 
and Health, page 7) : “The 'divine 
ear’ is not an auditory nerve. It is the 
all-hearing and all-knowing Mind, to 
whom each need of man is always 
known and by whom It will be sup- 
plied.” Is it not time we began whole- 
heartedly to admit this glorious fact, 
instead of, through doubt and fear, 
virtually denying or questioning it? 

How touchingly is this illustrated in 
the experience of Hagar! Driven from 
Abraham’s home because of Sarah’s 
jealousy, she wandered with her son 
Ishmael in the wilderness of Beer- 
sheba. When their supply of water 
was exhausted, she laid the boy under 
a shrub and sat down out of sight to 
await events. “What aileth thee. 
Hagar?” called the angel of God out 
of heaven. “Fear not.” Then did God 
open her eyes to a well of water close 
at hand. 

EVERLASTING LIFE 

What authority have we for the 
assertion that Life is God? The Bible! 
“In Him was life and the life was the 
light of men,” said John. The disciple 
was simply re-stating what Jesus him- 
self had declared when, speaking with 
the Samaritan woman at Jacob’s Well, 
he said. “God is a Spirit.” Spirit and 
Life are essentially the same. The 
words are different. The ideas iden- 
tical. 

Life is the one universal, undeniable 
fact. The most confirmed skeptic 
never questions the presence of Life; 
never doubts that he lives. What is 
man. after all, if he is not a mani- 
festation of everlasting Life? 

This is why man, truly, can never 
know weakness or sickness. Never can 
lack warmth and joyousness. Disease 
and mortality cannot be ascribed to 
Life, If Life is God. Nor can failure 
or despair. Nothing can intervene 
between man and Life. He is at-one 
with Life, as the light is at one with 
electricity. Jesus summed up this 
superlative truth when he declared, 
“I and my Father are one." 

For an individual to realize his 
oneness with the energy, the stateli- 
ness. the grandeur of everlasting 
Life, to realize that this Life, as Paul 
says, is In him and through him. is 
to declare the truth which inevitably 
arouses him not only to increased 
strength, endurance, and resolution, 
but to the finer qualities of kindliness, 
graciousness, charity, and the rich- 
ness of true being. 

Admittedly we do not, through 
physical sense, cognize Life in its 
perfection either in man, the tree, or 
in the world at large. We see there 
only a hint, a promise, of the splen- 
dor which will appear when physical 
sense yields to spiritual sense. For it 
must be borne in mind that there are 
not two worlds, two creations, two 
men. Really there iH only one uni 
verse, and that spiritual; only one 
man. and that spiritual, in the image 
und likeness of God. All suggestions 
and indications to the contrury are of 
the ignorance and mesmerism which 
would cloud our vision and make us 
believe in those two imposters, ma- 
teriality and mortality. 

KNOW THYSELF 

“Praise ye the Lord" is a frequent 
injunction of Scripture. We all admit 
that we should respect and praise God. 
But how can it be done when Ho is 
Invisible?

MORTALS AND IMMORTALS 

Mrs. Eddy makes perfect God and 
perfect mnn the cornerstone of Chris- 
tian Science practice. But this per- 
fection of mnn does not at present 
nppear, confessedly. Ench person 
seems to bo a composite — somewhat 
good, somewhnt bad; at times sick 
and at times well. Out of this appear- 
ance of opposites hns a supposition of 
duality crept into human philosophy. 
It hns come to bo assumed that each 
individual is, to nil intents and pur 
poses, not one but two — the first 
mortal, the second immortal: the one 
perfect, the other imperfect. But the 
undeniable fact is that there Is only 
one man; and thnt man, as defined in 
Science, is spiritual and perfect. The 
supposedly material, evil, suffering 
man is therefore not a man. He is il- 


lusion, a misrepresentation of man. 
Oneness, not twoness, is the unchang- 
ing fact of the universe. 

If all the evil and matter and mor- 
tality in the world were gathered to- 
gether, not a single man could be 
fashioned from them. Man cannot be 
made from such ingredients. He is 
made or the stuff eternity is made of. 
What is that? Intelligence and life. 
Examine yourself searchingly and you 
will find nothing else on your premise:- 
or in your make up. This is why wo 
say man is spiritual not material. 
This Is why wo say man, truly, can- 
not be put in jeopardy, cannot suffer 
accidents, cannot be touched by dis- 
ease, cannot ne weighed down by des- 
pair. cannot be victimized by evil, 
cannot fall short of the kingdom of 
heaven. 

Really there is no such thing, no 
such man, as a mortal. What we call 
a mortal is the lie or ignorance about 
man. This misrepresentation of man 
Paul admonishes us to put off. How? 
By the clear recognition of genuine 
selfhood as an expression of that ever 
lasting Life to which materiality and 
mortality are unknown. 

IMPARTATION OF MANLINESS 

“Jesus," Mrs. Eddy reminds us, 
"beheld in Science the perfect man, 
who appeared to him where sinning 
mortal man appears to mortals’' 
(Science and Health, page 476). It 
was an everyday occurrence with him 
to accost some hopeless sufferer and 
restore him to health. When the 
cripple was lowered through the roof 
before Jesus, Jesus was not deceived 
by the appearance of helplessness. He 
saw through the supposed infirmity. 
He knew that it was no more than a 
mesmeric condition. Ho was clear 
that, in Science, vigor and strength 
were present, although weakness and 
decrepitude appeared to material 
sense. 

So full was Jesus’ realization of the 
buoyancy and boundlessness of Life, 
so searching and glowing was his 
vision of reality, that the erstwhile 
cripple himself took on, in a measure, 
that same sense of Life, that same 
accuracy of vision. Then did he feel 
the surge of vitality in his sinews. He 
stood upon his feet and strode out 
before the astonished onlookers. 

Life took on a now meaning to 
people with whom Jesus mingled. The 
disciples who met him on the road to 
Emmaus felt their “heart burn” with - 1 
in them. The sick woman who came | 
behind him in the throng realized her i 
expectation, "If I may but touch his , 
garment I shall be whole.’* So do we ; 
all feel strength and courage and , 
kindliness renewed in the presence 
and example of the true disciple of 
Christ. 

HEALTHFUL CONCEPTS 

Indigestion, high blood pressure, 
rlandular disorders often have their 
'eginnings in destructive emotions — 
rritability, bitterness. jealousy, 
learch the Scriptures, road Science 
nd Health, become immersed in the 
ruths they announce. These devastat- 
ing emotions then give place to the 


Healing concepts of faith, hope, charity. 
Health and pence are then found to be 
ever-present. Tho kingdom of hoaven 
appears close at hand. It rests after 
all in a normal mood. 

It might seem from tho apparent 
prevalence of materiality nnd mortali- 
ty that thero is little else in human 
experience. This is a great mistake. 
The life we are now living, rightly 
viewed, is that eternal Life for which 
we have supposed we must depart this 
world. The disease nnd despair which 
appear to abound do not mnke up a 
thousandth part of human existence. 
Daily life Is largely sound and whole- 
some. A tremendous purpose runs 
through it all. This very moment your 
thought may be so exalted that you all 
but trend the lofty plains of im- 
mortality. 

Despnlr, distress, and physical ills, 


generally, rest in belief, in mesmer- 
ism, in Ignorance. No one in these 
days likes the word ignorance. Yet the 
word should not stir our pride but 
rather rnise our hope, when it is seen 
to be the cause or homo of sickness 
nnd mortality, because ignorance can 
be i xilngUiSlied and distress thereby 
routed by the simple truth that Life 
is God and everlastingly manifest by 
man. Mrs. Eddy puts the proposition 
better, just as she invariably states 
scientific facts better than others have 
been able to do, when she writes, 
“Man is the expression of God’s be- 
ing” (Science and Health, page 470). 

CHALLENGE TO DISEASE 

Yet on all sides is heard the argu- 
ment that man is a mortal. Is it not 
deplorable what a person will say 
about himself, instead of insisting 
upon the fact that man is the noblest 
work of God? The argument for mor- 
tality has been carried on all down 
the ages. Evei since the human race 
lias had a language, people have pic- 
tured disease, with the result that 
there has been built up a universal 
belief or illusion or mesmerism of 
mortality. 

Today this mesmerism, like the 
rain, falls down upon the just and the 
unjust. One need commit no specific 
wrong or harbor any particular fear or 
fault In order to become vulnerable 
to disease. It is enough that he be- 
lieve in disease or expect it. And this 
liability will continue until men and 
women come more definitely into the 
recognition of perfect God and perfect 
man. As they advance in this under- 
standing, they will be able to chal- 
lenge more succesfully than before 
the inroads of mortality. 

They will be like David going out 
to meet Goliath. Goliath had expected 
a man armed with a sword or a spear. 
He knew not how to defend himself 
against David’s sling. Today CMiristian 
Science has put a weapon in your 
hand which disease and evil know 
nothing about. They cannot long re- 
sist it. Thnt weapon is the truth — 
the truth which you will find on every 
page of Science and Heulth and in 
chapter after chapter of the Bible — 
the truth which reveals health and 
j goodness ns tin* real and denounces 
disease and evil as lying impositions. 

ISOLATION OF SICKNESS 

Christian Science declines to con- 
fuse evil and disease with true being. 
It refuses to identify them with the 
Individual. Speaking to this point. 
Mrs. Eddy declares: "The temporal 
nnd unreal never touch tho eternal 
and real. The mutuhlo and imper- 
fect never touch the immutable and

perfect. Tho inharmonious and self- 
destructive never touch the harmo- 
nious and self-existent. These opposite 
qualities are the tares nnd whoat, 
which never really mingle, though (to 
mortal sight) they grow sido by side 
until the harvest” (Science and 
Health, page 300). 

However Intimately or disastrously 
disease mny havo appeared to fasten 
itself upon a person, actually it has 
failed utterly to reach his true self- 
hood. A corporeal mortal, to whom 
sickness may claim to attach itself, is 
a mistaken concept of man; for man is 
spiritual, without a suggestion of ma- 
teriality or mortality. No other con- 
clusion can be reached when it is re- 
membered that God is Spirit. For an 
individual to recognize himself as 
spiritual is to gain the shadow of the 
Almighty, whence he can denounce 


disease as illusory and powerless to 
draw nigh. 

A person who with divine help 
isolates any malady takes a decisive 
step toward undermining and extin- 
guishing it. He will not ask how the 
ailment has come about or why it has 
taken hold of him. Rather will he 
challenge its claim to presence or ex- 
istence. He will face mortal mind, 
which would foist the deception upon 
him, and deny its insinuations with 
the truth. And the truth is that there 
is only one Mind, God, and one real 
consciousness, a consciousness which 
is aware of no evil or distress. There- 
fore mortal mind, with its arguments 
of suffering and sickness, is powerless 
in its pretensions — indeed is non- 
existent, having no part in the uni- 
verse of eternal Life in which we 
have our being. 

It is not difficult for the person to 
see and declare that the malady which 
tries to disturb him is belief, ignor- 
ance, or dream, because Life is God. 
and hence is continuously glorious 
and immune from disease. But he is 
prone to nullify in some measure his 
heroic and heartening declaration by 
claiming the belief or dream as his 
own, when in fact it is not. The dream 
and the dreamer are one, the disease 
and the diseused are one, but that one 
is not man. It is the dream’s dream, 
the illusion’s illusion. It is, as Jesus 
said, according to Moffatt’s transla- 
tion, a “liar and the father of lies.” 

More than once has it occurred that 
a person supposedly in the grip of 
suffering has viewed the ailment as 
quite apart from himself and felt in- 
sensible to its ravages, while friends 
were looking on with deep concern. 
This phenomenon illustrates that not 
only is disease mesmeric but that the 
mesmerism is not the individual’s. 
Christian Science treatment, therefore, 
is directed to the annihilation of the 
mesmeric belief. 

CURE FOR LAWLESSNESS 

Every public-spirited person in 
these days is fired with the ambition 
to improve world conditions. The world 
will be better, Indeed it will be well 
on the way to tho ideal realm, ns soon 
as each individual begins to extract 
from his mentality anxiety, intensity, 
covetousness, suspicion, and envy, and 
replaces them with forbearance, kind- 
liness, good-will toward all. and faith 
in the ultimate triumph of good. The 
place to begin to overcome greed, 
violence, and tyranny is in one’s self. 

The lawlessness too much in evl 
deuce in all directions can be quieted 
by our realizing how impotent are 
the ambitions and intrigues of men 
mid women. Designing men have 
I fancied that they could rule the world 
I Nebuchadnezzar succeeded for a time. 

I But as he walked in his palace one 
* night und meditated upon his great- 
ness, there fell a voice from heaven. 
“The kingdom is departed from thee.’’ 
The same hour he was driven from 
men till at the end of the dayB hr 

learned, "The Meet Hlgb ruletb i> 
the kingdom of men.” Then his reason 
returned. 

The impatient and turbulent utter 
ances of the day scarcely reach the 


level of intelligence. They are more 
on tho piano of lunacy. No cause then 
to bo alarmed by their clamor. But 
thero is causo for taking account 
of thoir pretonsions and reducing 
them to their native nothingness. 
Since they lack Intelligence and rea- 
son, they nro d'estituto of the ability 
to plRn or organize or carry on. 

Wo nro not helpless in the confusion 
and turmoil of the times. We have 
the capacity to extinguish, noiselessly 
nnd finally, the fanaticnl influences 
bent on upsetting industry and gov- 
ernment and society itself. And our 
weapon is of the sort that these in- 
imical influences cannot see or cope 
with. Our weapon is the truth that 
Principle governs in all times and In 
all places, making unprincipled forces 
of none effect. "The Lord shall have 
them in derision.” 

The leaders in labor, In business, In 
government must learn that God di- 
rects the affairs of men. He rules 
there today, just as He has always 
done, regardless of the apparent rule 
of selfishness, strife, and oppression. 
“He disappointeth tho devices of the 
crafty.” There is no o»lnr govern- 
ment than His. Ultimately this gov- 
ernment will be seen to prevail. For 
any mnn to recognize these facts and 
to intelligently insist upon their dy- 
namic quality is for him to havo part 
in bringing about a better order of 
things. 

HIS PRESENCE 

When Moses was engaged in the 
giant enterprise of leading his people 
from Egypt through the desert up to 
the gates of the Promised Land, he at 
times wavered. He doubted his ca- 
pacity for the undertaking. Then came 
to him the word from God, “My 
presence shall go with thee.” How 
many times have you, when faced 
with sudden danger, acted with “pres- 
ence of mind"? You did what unseen 
Intelligence directed you to do. So im- 
minent was the danger that you had 
no time to consider or to argue. You 
acted, without doubt or hesitation, 
upon the divine impulse, and did the 
thing or took the course which 
brought you into safety. 

So Moses, faced by rebellion and 
starvation in the wilderness, lent 
himself to that presence, that ever- 
watcliful intelligence which always 
accompanies man, for Science makes 
plain, that in Mind do we live, move, 
and have our being. He drew upon 
that presence for the discernment, the 
courage, the resourcefulness which 
tho occasion demanded. Thereby did 
he become one of the great leaders 
in history. 

Every man who accomplishes any- 
thing worth mentioning in engineer- 
ing. in business, in government, in 
scholarship, in religion, learns to lean 
on the everpresent Mind. He looks to 
Mind and receives the understanding 
requisite for solving the problem con- 
fronting him. He receives from Mind 
the liberating thoughts which enable 
him to conduct his business success- 
fully, to build the bridge or tunnel as- 
signed to him, or to direct the ship of 
state through troubled waters. 

Likewise the man in despair can 
recognize and actually feel the pres- 
ence of God as Love, and know that 
he cannot stray beyond God’s care. 
He recognizes that somehow and in 
some way all his difficulties are pro- 
vided against in that divine solicitude 
which clothes the lilies and is mind- 
ful of the sparrow’s fall. 

So the sick, in enlightened expecta- 
tion, feel the presence of Life as 
readily as they feel the warmth of 
the sunshine. They imbibe its glow. 
They experience its thrill. They ap- 
preciate its sublimity and perma- 
nence. There is no occasion for 
struggle, no need to climb the heav- 
enly steeps, for Life is here and theirs 
in all its glory and exuberance — 

A life indwelling, deep and broad 

That meets the heart’s great needs. 

THE FACT OF IMMORTALITY 

It is surprising how late were the 
Hebrews in arriving at tho conviction 
that individual man has everlasting 
life. Little can be found to the point 
in tin* Old Testament. But the New 
Testnment abounds with the doctrine. 
For early in his ministry, indeed 
throughout his career, did Jesus em- 
phasize it. In conversing with tho Sa- 
maritan woman at Jacob’s Well he 
observed, as she handed him a cup of 
water. “Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again. But whoso- 
ever drinketh of the water that I shall 
give him shall never thirst; but the 
water that I shall give him shall be 
in him a well of water springing up 
into everlasting life.” 

So startling were Jesus’ utterances, 
so remarkable were his doings, that 
the people wondered who he was and 
whence he had come. One day he 
answered: “I came forth from the 
Father and am come into the world; 
again, I leave the world and go to the 
Father.” Here in brief simplicity he 
announces the continuity of individual 
life. Pre-existence, present existence, 
future existence are declared in one 
short sentence — of which more will 
presently be said. 

Then time after time he definitely 
and openly proved in a doubtful world 
the truth of his statements. For 
scarcely a day wont by that ho did not 
heal some supposedly hopeless malady, 
thus demonstrating that Individual 
life is above disease. He went so far. 
on some occasions, as to bring back to 
this world those who had taken their 
departure. The case of Lazarus was 
tho most outstanding, for he hnd been 
gone four days when Jesus resuscitat 
ed him. Afterward, at a dinner giver 
by Simon in honor of Jesus, Lazarus 
sat as one of tho guests, his slate* 
Martha waited on table, while theii 
sister Mary, as the meal drew neat 
the end, anointed Jesus. 

Finally Jesus made the supreme tea- 
of immortality in his own experience 
For he permitted his enemies to tr 
♦o dostroy him. Apparently they di< 
m. Three days later he came from th 
sepulcher. He appeared to his friend 
md talked with them, not once bn 
eeveral times, during n period o 
*orty days. At last he ascended, tho 
's, became invisible to the physic 
uuises. He had demonstrated that ii 
dividual life is Indestructible and con 



tlmious. 

Life, thon, is endless. It does not 
begin at birth; it does not end at 
death. Writes Mrs. Eddy on page 42fl 
of Science and Health; “If man did 
not exist before tho material organ- 
ization began, hq could not exist after 
the body is disintegrated. If we live 
after death and are Immortal, we must 
have lived before birth, for if Life 
ever had any beginning it must also 
have an ending, even according to the 
calculations of natural science.” The 
clear implication is that pre-exist- 
ence, indeed all truo existence, is 
spiritual. 

MYTHOLOGICAL FALL 

Have you tho courage to assert this 
of your true self? A moment ago you 
were brave enough to say, “Genuinely 
I am an expression of inextinguish- 
able Life, a Life to which disease and 
danger and dissolution are strang- 
ers.” Now you should bo able to in- 
sist, “Why, really I have never left 
heaven for this mire of mortality. 
Therefore I am not called upon to ex- 
plain its suffering and misfortune. 

“I will no longer wonder why I am 
a failure. I will stop digging up the 
follies of the past and tormenting 
myself with them. I will insist that 
at most they were incidents of a 
dreamlike excursion in which no true 
man indulges. I will repudiate, dis- 
own, and rise above them, being care- 
ful to gain spiritual understanding, 
so as not to be drawn in that direc- 
tion in the future. 

“A failure? How can I fail when 
God has provided a world of abun- 
dance and opportunity? How can I 
fail when God has a purpose for me 
which cannot be frustrated — a pur- 
pose which abounds in activity and 
usefulness, and wherein idleness and 
uselessness cannot enter; how can I 
fail permanently when, regardless of 
apparent defeat or dismay today, life 
is still before me with all its possi- 
bilities?” 

When you think and talk in this 
vein, and you can begin to do so to- 
night if you have not done so al- 
ready, keeping in thought that it is of 
your spiritual selfhood you are claim- 
ing these prerogatives, you will be- 
gin to dissolve the mesmerism of 
mortal existence, with its failure and 
limitation and disease rather rapidly. 
You will glimpse the fundamental 
truth we started out with, namely, 
perfect God and perfect man. 

The perfect man is here and now, 
and that man is your true self. He 
may seem to be obscured today; may 
seem to be temporarily forgotten. 
But he is here awaiting recognition. 
And for you to voice the foregoing 
truths is for you to bring to remem- 
brance, little by little, the perfect 
man, apparently so long overlooked, 
you always were and always will be. 

ENTER CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
It would be a skeptical man, in- 
deed, who could doubt the continuity 
of individual life, in view of Mrs. 
Eddy’s definition of man as “an in- 
dividual consciousness” or as “the 
conscious identity of being” (Science 
and Health, pages 76, 475). Because 
genuine or spiritual consciousness is 
beyond all power of disintegration 
or destruction. It cannot, from its 
very nature, become unconscious but 
must endure eternally, whatever fate 
may seem to overtake the material 
mind and body, since it is not iden- 
tical with them. 

Is it not clear that with spiritual 
sense we should see a different world, 
a different self? With earthly senses 
all we see of an individual’s life is the 
brief journey between the cradle and 
the grave. What occurred before 
birth, and what will occur after 
death, we are unable to appreciate. 
Our better judgment persuades us 
that we should be concerned with the 
present and make the most of it. 
Yet we are convinced that individual 
life does not begin with birth or end 
with death. We are coming to see 
that birth and death are events in 
human experience. 

Christian Science presents life in a 
new dimension, that dimension which 
Christ Jesus portrayed when he 
walked the wave, entered the room 
without opening the door, passed 
through the crowd unseen, desired 
to be at his destination and was 
there, demonstrated his own asser- 
tion, “He that keepeth my saying 
shall never see death.” To spiritual 
man, and really there is no other, the 
ordinary three-dimensional world 
with all its restrictions is obsolete. He 
is in the enjoyment of that Life 
that does not come or go, does not 
age, sicken, despair, or depart. 

It might be thought that the signifi- 
cance of Jesus’ stupendous achieve- 
ments could never be forgotten, but 
within two or three centuries they 
were, in large measure, until seven- 
ty years ago. Then it was that Mary 
Baker Eddy discerned that Jesus, in 
healing the sick and raising the dead, 
was not working miracles but was 
practicing a Science which he under- 
stood. In the course of years of 
study and consecration she discov- 
ered that Science. In order that the 
world at large might profit by her 
discovery, she set forth the funda- 
mentals of the Science, and the rules 
for applying it, in her famous book, 
"Science and Health with Key to 
♦ he Scriptures.” 

Afterward she established the 
Christian Science Church, which has 
iince encircled the globe; she found- 
’d periodicals, among them The 
Christian Science Monitor, an inter- 
national newspaper; and, in what 
she named The Munual of The 
Mother Church, she set forth rules 
or the conduct and government of 
he Church in all its activities. She 
)laced their control in the hands of 
i board of five directors. With fine 
nsight and fidelity they have so 
lirected the various departments of 
he organization that Christian Sci- 
nce has long since been operating 
iccessfully in the six continents of 
he earth. 

To those who would acquaint them- 
,‘lves with the inspiring events in 
he career of Mary Buker Eddy, the

vision chairmen was that by Mrs. 
Francis H. Williams, manager of the 
Benefit Shop. “Please send us sleds, 
skis, skates, hockey sticks and ski 
suits, ” begged she, as she told of the 
number of calls for sporting goods 
at the shop just now, and the necessi- 
ty of turning away many youthful 
customers. In speaking of the re- 
cent Treasure Sale, she spoke grate- 
fully of the donations by many of 
the Newton firms of flowers, candy, 
wrapping paper and twine, as well as 
the use of the building for the two 
days of the sale. 

The activities of the Hospital Aid 
Patient Committee was reported by 
its chairman, Mrs. Cecil Clark, who 
has the assistance of Mrs. Lawrence 
Allen and Miss Eleanor Leatherbee. 
The association offers the privileges 
of a free bed for a certain number 
of weeks during the year, and the 
recommendations for the occupants 
come from the directors. Formerly 
this was used for ward patients only, 
but semi-private cases are now be- 
ing taken when the committee feel 
that the occasion warrants it. 

During the drive for the sale of 
Health Seals, it had been announced 
that a part-time worker had been 
hired for rehabilitation work, and 
Mrs. S. W. P. Amundsen, who has 
taken this position under the super- 
vision of the Health Department of 
the city, spoke at this time of some 
of the aims which they hoped to ac- 
complish in the future.

Driver Whose Car

Found Not Guilty 

Harry Sutherland, 32, of Legion 
rd., Weston, was found not guilty 
in the Newton court on Tuesday by 
Judge Donald May! *y on a charge 
o> driving a motor v. cle while un- 
der the influence of liquor.

Recreation Staff 
Lose Employment 

Thirty members of the Newton 
Recreation Department staff are not 
eligible for further employment ac- 
cording to a ruling received last week 
from the State Civil Service Depart- 
ment by Commissioner Wilson. Those 
affected by the ruling arc temporary 
employees who had taken civil sen- 
ice examinations for temporary em- 
ployment, and who were reappointed 
each year, usually for summer play- 
ground work. They were appointed 
for a 90 day provisional period, and 
having served that many days, they 
could be certified for another 90 
days of work. The Civil Service laws 
f. eify that having sen*ed 180 days, 
employees with temporary ratings, 
cannot be further employed, and lose 
their civil service standing. 

Commissioner Wilson became ac- 
quainted with this ruling when he 
submitted for employment on com- 
munity centre activities this winter, 
the names of temporary employees 
who had worked on playgrounds in 
past summers. Last spring, the Civil 
. ervic" Commission, basing its ruling 
on a State law which forbids State, 
county or municipal employees hold- 
ing regular positions, being employed 
on a second public job, forbade the 
employment on Newton playgrounds 
the past summer of more than twen- 
ty school teachers who had been en- 
gaged in this work for many years.

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Dr. Fishbein Condemns 
Specialized Medicine ’ 
At Community Forum 

Several Physicians Take Issue With 
His Views, Including Dr. Chope 


Before a large and appreciative 
audience last Sunday, Dr. Morris 
Fishbein of the American Medical 
Association made a brilliantly witty 
speech condemning Socialized Medi- 
cine. Dr. Butler, of the discussion 
panel which followed, accused Dr. 
Fishbein of evading the issues. 

Dr. Fishbein started off his talk 
to “the jury” by harking back to 
189C and drawing analogies to the 
present time. He quoted statistics 
to show that, in contrast to 1890, 
as much is expended today for hair 
dressing as for medical care. He 
stated that the so-called "family doc- 
tor" has largely disappeared with the 
advance of scientific medicine. He 
declared that when Socialized Medi- 
cine was first discussed in 1912, the 
slogan, “Everyone is entitled to the 
best of medical care” grew into great 
popular favor. This slogan was slight- 
ly absurd, he claimed, because any 
other phase of American life could be 
substituted for the words “medical 
care.” Thus one might say that 
every one is entitled to ride in par- 
lor cars instead of day-coaches. He 
compared Socialized Medicine to So- 
cial Security showing that in one 
you receive “cash for cash” and in 
the other “services for cash.” He 
stated that they were both founded 
on the principle enunciated by Bis- 
marck when Social Security was in- 
troduced in Germany. Bismarck had 
.stated that Social Security was fine 
• for the state because then the in- 
,’diyijiual had a definite need for the 
stgte to survive sirtce the state held 
’ his money. Dr. Fishbein went on to 
say that two of the worst features 
or Socialized Medicine were that the 
world would have no free choice of 
hysician and that all the civil rami- 
icqtiOns of politics would also enter 
,i. However, he stated, in the fu- 
ure, little will be neard of Socialized 
Medicine because interest has greatly 
I'dropped as evidenced by the absence 
■•ot mention in t,hp platform of either 

was a vast piece of propaganda to 
discover the people were inter- 
ested in Socialized Medicine. He 
claimed that sickness insurance was 
bad because the individual cannot 
know if his examination is good and 
is usually defeated by the "small 
type” of his contract. He stated that

Newton To Pay 
For Schooling At 
Peabody Home 

City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett 
has ruled that the Newton School 
Department must provide educational 
facilities for children at the New 
England Peabody Home for Crippled 
Children at Brookline st., Oak Hill. 
This was revealed in the budget of 
the School Department which was 
submitted recently to Mayor Goddard 
and the Board of Aldermen. The 
budget contains the following para- 
graph which is contained in the 
budget : 

“In accordance with the request 
of the trustees of the Peabody Home 
and with the decision of the city 
solicitor, it is necessary for the School 
Department to provide instruction to 
the crippled children of the Pea- 
body Home located in the Oak Hill 
I lxli*trick4*eginning a s of Sept., 1941. 
’The present annual salary amount 
for teachers in the Peabody Home 
is $7,000. It is therefore necessary 
to set up an amount of $2,333.33 for 
one third of a year." 

A few’ years ago when trustees 
of the Peabody Home asked the 
Newton School Department to pro- 
vide teachers for the children at that 
institution, City Solicitor Bartlett 
ruled that it was not the duty of 
the City of Newton to do this, as 
out of about 70 children then at the 
home, only a few came from Newton. 
Supt. of Schools Warren then ob- 
tained WPA teachers to serve at the 
Peabody Home and since then they 
have instructed the children there. 

In reversing his ruling, Mr. Bart-

Protests Against Small 
Lots and Cellarless 
Houses at Newton Hlds. 


Louis Rudmck Asks For Permit To 
Divide Land at Highlands in 50-ft. Lots 


Hearings on the fir** 4 , petitions for 
variances of applications of the new 
zoning ordinance relative to mini- 
mum sizes of house lots in Newton, 
were held at City Hall before th~ 
Claims & Rules Committee on Wed- 
nesday night. In addition to mem- 
bers of the Claims Committee, mem- 
bers of the Newton Planning Board 
were also present. Alderman Raw- 
son was in charge of the hearings. 

The first hearing was on the peti- 
tion of Dana Parks of 165 Newton- 
ville ave., Newton w’ho asked that 
changes be made in frontage lines of 
three lots he owns on that street. 
His son, Dana Parks, Jr. explained 
that it is proposed to build an at- 
tractive house on two of these lots, 
and as the centre lot is only 45 feet 
in width, it is desired to take 5Vg 
feet from the lot at 165 Newtonville 
ave., and 2Vi feet from the lot at 
157 Newtonville ave., to make the 
centre lot 53 feet wide. He stated 
that the new zoning ordinance per- 
mits such a change in these lots as 
they have been laid out and recorded 
for over 20 years. 

Herbert Kellaway of the Planning 
Board called attention to the fact 
that under the plans, steps from a 
side porch at the proposed house 


Plan To Use Fire 
Alarm For “No 
School” Signals 

At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Wednesday night, the com- 
mittee and Supt. of Schools Warren 
discussed the advisability of resum- 
ing next year the sounding of “no 
school” signals over the fire alarm 
system of this city. Several years 
ago the practice of sounding “no 
school” signals in Newton was abol- 
ished. Parents were given the privi- 
lege of deciding on stormy days, 
whether or not they would allow their 
children to go to school. On very’ 
bad days, children who did not go 
to school were not marked “absent.” 

In past years many parents pro- 
tested against the sounding of “no 
school” signals on some days w r hen 
they believed such signals should not 
have been sounded. Since the sound- 
ing of the signals was stopped, other 
parents have protested because the 
old system was abolished. It is im- 
possible to satisfy all. 

Supt. of Schools Warren explained 
that the only method now available 
to notify Newton parents w’hen there 
is no school, is the radio, and this 
is inadequate. He discussed the ad-

No 
one appeared to oppose the Parks’ 
petition, and it was later approved 
by the Claims Committee and the 
Planning Board 

Simon Grinspoon, attorney for 
Abraham Richmond, asked for vari- 
ance of applications of the zoning 
on land which was the former Wil- 
liam A Luce estate between 52 New- 
tonville ave. and Bennington st., New- 
ton. It is proposed to sub-divide this 
into 3 lots fronting on Bennington 
st. and 4 on Newtonville ave. This 
district is in the 7000 square feet 
zone. Six of the proposed lots will 
be slightly over 7000 square feet, and 
one will be much larger. Five will 
have a frontage of 70 feet or over; 
two will have a frontage of 67 feet. 
There was no opposition. 

The third hearing was on the pe- 
tition of the County Building Com- 
pany (Louis Rudnick, 105 Hyde st., 
Newton Highlands) for a variance 
on a number of lots on Elinor and 
Woodcliff rds. at Newton High- 
lands. These lots were laid out in 
connection with a land promotion 
(Continued on Page 12)

were awakened at 2:30 this morning 
i by the earthquake tremors which 
spread over New England.

the loud rumble which followed. 

Police headquarters at West New- 
ton received many telephone calls 
from alarmed persons who feared 
some explosion had occurred in their 
neighborhood. Many persons sup- 
posed an earthquake had occurred 
and went back to sleep, except nerv- 
ous individuals who had fears of gas 
mains being broken and the fear of 
j gas leaking into the cellars of their 
homes. Other thought the powder 
mills between Maynard and Acton 
might have blown up. and some tim- 
orous souls even thought of air- 
plane bombing. The earthquake 
caused no known damage in this 
city.

Newton Red Cross 
Plans Preparedness 
In Disaster Relief 


In line with plans materializing 
countrywide for National Defense, 
the Newton Chapter of Red Cross 
Disaster Relief Committee already 
has formulated its design for func- 
tioning. 

A special meeting was called by 
this committee, Charles B. Floyd, 
chairman, at 4 o’clock last Wednes- 
day afternoon, December 11th, in the 
Finance Conference Room, City Hall. 
And a further Conference wus held 
at 7:45 in the evening at the Newton- 
ville Branch Library. A full attend- 
ance of officials invited attested the . 
recognition of the wisdom and neces- 
sity of such preparedness. Besides 1 
the members of the Newton Chapter ! 
Executive Committee, headed by the 
chuirman, Mr. Charles R. Cabot, I 
there were present the heads of the 


various city departments concerned, 
including Health, Highway, Water, 
Engineering, and Public Welfare, as 
well as the chairmen of the Chap- 
ter’s important sub-committees. Rep- 
resentatives of Service Organizations 
and Institutions, namely, the Family 
Service Bureau, the Girl Scouts and 
Boy Scouts, Newton District Nurs- 
ing, Newton Hospital, and the Coun- 
cil of Social Agencies, attended both 
the afternoon and the evening meet- 
ings. 

Maurice Reddy, Assistant National 
Director of Disaster Relief, came on 
from Washington to address the Con- 
ferences. Mr. Reddy has been active 
for over twenty years in relief work 
throughout the United States. 

At the afternoon Conference, Mr. 
Reddy outlined generally the position 
of the Red Cross in time of emer- 
gency; the services it can and does 
render; its relation to the Govern- 
ment in all such matters; and the 
importance of being organized in ad- 
vance, before disaster strikes. 

His address at the evening Confer- 
ence concerned more specific details. 
He described the make-up, duties, 
and functioning of the sub-commit- 
tees; and the manner in which they 
could be tied-in with and move with 
the various Governmental Agencies. 
He pointed out the vast amount of 
preliminary planning entailed in 
making such committees as Rescue, 
Housing, Registration, and Supply, 
function effectively. 

Mr. Reddy emphasized the impor- 
tance of preparedness to meet emer- 
gencies, and he declared that there 
could even be ‘‘dress rehearsals” as 
to how to meet disaster, whether it 
be caused by hurricane, fire, or flood. 

Mr. Floyd, chairman, reported that 
his committee’s organization was 
substantially complete. Mr. Reddy 
expressed his pleasure at this organi- 
zation, and at the keen interest and 
spirit shown by the department 
heads, committee chairmen, and 
agency representatives participating 
in the Conference.

With the recount nearly completed, 
Paul Dever the other night gracious- 
ly conceded victory to Leverett Sal- 
tonstall in the contest for Governor 
and publicly stated that he did not 
intend to take any court action rela- 
tive to the disputed ballots in the 
very close election. Prior to Mr. 
Dever’s statement, it had been re- 
ported in the press that he and Ed- 
ward O. Proctor would engage in a 
law business as partners. 

Mr. Proctor has been a resident of 
Newton for many years and was out- 
standing as an assistant Attorney 
General. He was largely responsible 
for legal victories which brought mil- 
lions of dollars to the treasury of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
It is the belief of the writer that 
had Mr. Dever been elected Gover- 
nor he would have recognized Mr. 
Proctor’s high character and legal 
ability by appointing him to the first 
vacancy which might have occurred 
in the Supreme or Superior court 
benches of this State. Assuming that 
Mr. Proctor would accept such an 
appointment, Governor Saltonstall 
would be acting for the best interest 
of this Commonwealth if he placed 
exceptional qualifications ahead of 
political preferment and tendered thd 
real gentleman from Newton Centre 
a judicial appointment, if and when 
one occurs. And had Mr. Proctor 
known I was going to make this 
statement, I feel certain he would 
have requested me not to do so. 


There are many who wonder why 
the Omnipotent who had power and 
intellect enough for macrocosmic cre- 
ation, then engaged in microcosmic 
creation, populated the earth with 
humans who either are responsible 
for misery and suffering, or have 
misery and suffering inflicted upon 
them. There are those who can’t 
understand why a wise and just God 
permits men to cause such destruc- 
tion as now is prevalent on this lit- 
tle world of ours. We are told that 
God endowed man with free will, 
and it is the abuse of this privilege 
which leads men in allegedly Chris- 
tian countries to renounce the teach- 
ings of Christ and follow Mammon, 
Mars and Moloch. 

There is no questioning the fact 
that to many millions of people in 
the war-devastated countries of Eu- 
rope and Britain — Christmas this 
year will seem quite incongruous. To 
some of the millions who have been 
exiled from their homes the past 
two years, to others of the millions 
whose relatives have been killed and 
whose possessions have been de- 
stroyed or confiscated in the hor- 
rible orgy of destruction overseas, 
there will be little comfort in the 
annual narration of the story of 
Christ’s birth; in those words of the 
Gospel which tell of the angel of the 
Lord who appeared to the humble 
shepherds of Judea bringing tidings 
of the Saviour’s birth, and who was 
surrounded by a multitude of the 
heavenly army praising God and say- 
ing — "Glory to God in the highest, 
and on earth peace to men of good 
will.” 

Although millions will scoff at the 
reality of Christmas in those coun- 
tries where peace is non-existent, be- 
cause they have lost faith, other mil- 
lions in the war scourged nations 
not only have retained their faith in 
God, but are even more fervent in 
it. Those who have an unyielding 
faith, even though they may have 
lost hope of the ending of their 
earthly troubles, are of the same 
type as men and women the world 
over who, in their lives, seem to 
have more than their share of pain 
and misfortune, but who bravely and 
even cheerfully bear their burdens. 
Those who persist in their belief in 
Christianity, despite the chaos which 
surrounds them, and despite the ridi- 
cule of those who scorn this religion 
— as has Hitler in recent years, still 
agree with the sentiment expressed 
in the following lines penned nearly 
a century ago by Arthur Hugh 
Clough: 

Say not the struggle naught avail- 
eth, 

The labour and the wounds are 
vain, 

The enemy faint not, not faileth, 

And as things have been they re- 
main. 

If hopes were dupes, fears may be 
liars, 

It may be, in yon smoke concealed, 
Your comrades chase e’en now the 
fliers, 

And, but for you possess the field. 

For whilq the tired waves, vainly 
breaking, 

Seem here no painful inch to gain, 
Far back, through creeks and inlets 
making, 

Comes silent, flooding in the main. 

And not by eastern windows only, 

When daylight comes, comes in the 
light, 

In front the sun climbs slow, how 
slowly, 

But westward, look, the land is 
bright. 


The License Commission of the 
City of Waltham has refused a de- 
mand made by restaurant owners of 
that city who protested against “com- 
mon victualler” licenses being grant- 
ed again in 1941 to drug stores and 
other stores in that city which op- 
erate lunch counters and sell hot 
lunches. The Waltham restaurant 
owners complained that these stores 
undersell them. 

The Waltham License Commission 
by its uction, violates the State law 
which specifies that no person or 
place of business shall be granted 
a common victualler license where 
the principal business is not the serv- 
ing of food. In past years Newton 


Boards of Aldermen also violated the 
State law by granting common vic- 
tualler licenses to small grocery 
stores and variety stores, when it 
was known that these stores obtained 
such licenses for the purpose of keep- 
ing open on Sundays and selling gro- 
ceries and other merchandise not al- 
lowed by law to be sold on that day. 

A dozen years ago the writer, as 
an Alderman, was responsible for the 
defeat of two petitions from the Lig- 
gett Drug Company for a common 
victualler license in one of its stores 
in this city. With the creation of the 
Newton License Commission several 
years ago, the power to grant com- 
mon victualler licenses in Newton 
was transferred to that body from 
the Board of Aldermen. The Li- 
cense Board in Newton has granted 
no common victualler licenses to drug 
stores, but several such stores in 
Newton have served hot lunches in 
recent years. A member of the New- 
ton License Board has properly stated 
that this is a matter for the New- 
ton Police Department to handle. 
The police department has not taken 
action to stop this violation of the 
law except in one case a couple of 
years ago when a complaint was 
asked against the owner of a small 
"spa,” or variety store at Newton 
Corner. The complaint was refused 
by the Newton court, and the com- 
ment was made that the Newton po- 
lice were showing discrimination by 
asking for a complaint against the 
owner of the small store, while per- 
mitting owners of large drug stores, 
including a chain drug store com- 
pany, to violate the law by serving 
hot lunches. 


If one has the courage to express 
the sentiment of the great majority 
of people in this country today, and 
take issue with the “sixth columnists” 
who are working to plunge this coun- 
try into war, one is labelled as “pro- 
German, or a fifth columnist, or an 
isolationist.” The writer is not “pro- 
German” and is not a “fifth column- 
ist.’’ We repeat again that we favor 
a British victory in the strife with 
the Nazis, and we favor all reason- 
able aid to Britain. And we accept 
being included among the “isolation- 
ists” when isolationism means that 
the U. S. A. shall keep clear of en- 
tangling alliances with foreign em- 
pires. We continue in the old be- 
lief that this country is big enough, 
strong enough in man-power, natural 
resources and love for liberty, not 
to become the tail to any foreign 
nation’s kite, whether that nation 
be Britain, Germany or any other. 

An aggressive minority in the U. S. 
A., aided by well subsidized and 
clever propaganda is causing the 
wishes of the great majority of our 
citizens to be disregarded, because 
the great majority of our people are 
seemingly stupid and inarticulate. 
We are riding rapidly toward a fall. 
We are being urged to enter the war 
now to save “democracy,” yet Win- 
ston Churchill and the British gov- 
ernment are not stating what that 
nation’s aims in this war are, al- 
though labor leaders in England have 
repeatedly urged a forthright state- 
ment of these aims. We are to fi- 
nance largely the future cost of the 
war to Britain, a cost that will 
probably run into scores of billions 
of dollars, and may bankrupt the 
U. S. A. In return Britain, instead 
of giving bases in Bermuda and 
islands in the West Indies which the 
U. S. A. needs for defence, is only 
leasing them to us, and we are pay- 
ing dearly for these leases. Notwith- 
standing that Britain will not pay us 
nearly $5,000,000,000, owed since the 
last war and for rehabilitation after- 
ward, and notwithstanding that the 
people of the U. S. A. will be taxed to 
supply many more billions for the 
present war. And they are balking on 
even leasing a base at Trinidad. 

We are told of the thousands of 
airplanes the U. S. A. will be produc- 
ing in 1942. Then we are told that 
we are only producing 700 a month 
now, and the production on anti- 
aircraft guns, tanks and other war 
equipment is even more behind pro- 
duction estimates. The Nazis are pro- 
ducing thousands of airplanes each 
month, other war equipment and mu- 
nitions in vast amounts, and are ex- 
pected to launch an onslaught upon 
Britain in the Spring or earlier, so 
terrifying in its aspects that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expresses doubt that 
this world may survive, and Mr. 
Knudsen tells the public how they 
would bestir themselves if they only 
knew the “terrible urgency” of the 
situation; if they had the inside in- 
formation he possesses. Why doesn’t 
he reveal it? Why keep the people 
of the U. S. A. in the dark? 


After the World War, when it be- 
came known how the U. S. A. had 
squandered hundreds of millions of 
dollars by the inefficient methods 
and graft used in the purchase and 
production of materials and equip- 
ment for our participation in that 
war, steps were taken to prevent a 
repetition if and when this country 
might become involved in another 
war. It was agreed that in addition 
to the conscription of men for mili- 
tary service, labor and capital would 
also be conscripted. This country 
has not declared war, but, during the 
past year it has taken measures only 
taken before in time of war. It is 
conscripting the pick of its young 
men for military service. It has ap- 
propriated billions of dollars for mili- 
tary and naval equipment. It is re- 
peating the wusteful and inefficient 
methods used in the World War. 

Instead of starting the construc- 
tion of barracks ut camps throughout 
the country last Spring, when the 
need of such barracks wus known, 
the government dilly-dallied for

Thousands of other mechanics and 
alleged mechanics in other trades 
were hired. We have been told that 
these men employed at Cape Cod and 
Devens have been getting as high as 
$99 per week, including overtime. If 
they were actual carpenters or oth- 
er building tradesmen, and worked 
during the time for which they were 
paid, no reasonable person would be- 
grudge them such pay. But, accord- 
ing to rumors which seem well 
founded, many who obtained the 
high wages were young men or 
youths who had never worked at 
any building trade, and many of these 
loafed much of the time instead of 
worked. There were rumors of men 
and young men who obtained the 
high wages, and who actually were 
working elsewhere on the time (or 
part of it) that they were paid for 
supposedly working at the army 
camps. A few men are now being 
prosecuted by the U. S. Attorney at 
Boston on such a complaint. 

If the contractors who are in 
charge of the work at the camps 
put in definite bids on the projects, 
there would not have been such in- 
efficiency. But, when 10 per cent — 
or fees are assured, they should 
worry. And — it is not only in the 
payment of men who work, or pre- 
tend to work on military projects, 
that the people of this country will 
be unnecessarily taxed. Owners of 
industries engaged in production of 
war materials will wax fat in many 
cases. Young men are being con- 
scripted as prospective cannon-fod- 
der at $21 a month, but the planned 
conscription of labor and industry is 
doubtful. And if labor will be con- 
scripted if this country engages in 
war, industry and capital also 
should be.

There was a very important meet- 
ing of the city council on Monday 
night. The Common Council made 
their report on the investigation of 
the Gamewell Fire Alarm system; 
the Mayor appointed Charles W. Ross 
as Superintendent of Streets, and the 
Aldermen confirmed the appoint- 
ment; and the committee on sewer- 
age made their report. Petitions for 
the recount of votes for Mayor in all 
Wards were received. 

The Aldermen went into executive 
session over the appointment of the 
Superintendent of Streets and the in- 
crease of his salary from $1700 to 
$2500. The executive session of the 
aldermen was protracted and it is 
understood that one member wanted 
the appointment laid over for one 
week, opposing rushing it through at 
the end of Mayor Burr’s administra- 
tion; but he was voted down. 

Alderman Harbach made the re- 
port for the committee on sewerage, 
gave the plan presented by the City 
Engineer in detail, and moved that 
the report be adopted. The commit- 
tee recommended that the city as- 
sume the cost of maintenance, its 
proportionate cost of the Metropol- 
itan system, and the cost of surface 
drainage, and that an issue of bonds 
for the amount of $400,000 be au- 
thorized. The majority of the com- 
mittee recommended that the cost of 
the collecting sewers be assessed on 
owners of abutting properties on the 
following basis; 4/10s. of the benefit 
according to relative frontage, and 
6/ 10s. according to area of estates 
within 180 feet of streets in which 
the sewers will be constructed. Al- 
derman Fenno presented a minority 
report recommending that the abut- 
tors pay 75 per cent of the cost and 
the city 25 per cent.

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Chief Randlett 
Warns of Fires at 
Christmas Season 


Chief Randlett of the Newton Fire 
Department warns residents of New- 
ton against the fire hazards which 
exist in the Christmas season. An- 
nually thousands of fires occur in 
homes throughout the country dur- 
ing this season, and many lives are 
lost. Chief Randlett has requested 
The GRAPHIC to publish the follow- 
ing warnings issued by the National 
Fire Protection Association. These 
warnings are especially necessary this 
year, because many Christmas trees 
have been cut much earlier than in 
previous years, and have been on sale 
for at least two weeks in some 
places. Such trees will be tinder dry, 
and will be a fire menace to any 
home in which they are placed. Don’t 
purchase your Christmas tree too 
many days before Christmas, and 
don’t buy a tree which apparently 
has been cut several weeks previ- 
ous, and is dangerously dry. 

Your Christmas tree and the deco- 
rations on it are fire hazards which 
you will want to watch most care- 
fully this Christmas. Remember 
that, when you bring a tree into 
your house or any other heated build- 
ing. it is going to begin to dry up. 
If it is a fresh cut tree, it will not 
take fire any more easily during the 
first day or two than would the ever- 
green shrubs growing outside. Un- 
like them, however, it becomes a 
more serious fire hazard every hour. 
At the end of a week, it will prob- 
ably be highly flammable. 

It is best to plan to bring in the 
tree, one that you know is fresh, 
as short a time before Christmas 
as possible, and to remove it as soon 
afterwards as you can. If you do 
this, ordinary precautions should pre- 
vent it from taking fire. Families, 
clubs, churches, and business men 
who want to keep their trees in- 
doors from a week or more before 
Christmas until after New Year’s day 
need observe special safeguards if 
they are to keep it reasonably safe. 

The tree can be kept looking fresh 
and saved from drying out if you 
set it up in a pan of water. Chem- 
ists have suggested that its com- 
bustibility can be reduced still fur- 
ther by allowing it to absorb a solu- 
tion of ammonium sulphate before 
it is set up. A package of the chem- 
ical, one quarter the weight of the 
tree, dissolved in IV 2 pints of water 
per pound is the recommended treat- 
ment. Put the solution in a bottle 
or jar with a neck just big enough 
to hold the tree, saw off the bottom 
of the trunk at an angle, and let 
it stand in the bottle until the chem- 
ical is completely absorbed. 

The point in the room that you 
select for your tree should be well 
away from stoves, radiators, heat reg- 
isters and other sources of heat. 
When you smoke, keep far enough 
away from the tree to be sure you 
won’t drop sparks on it. 

The tree should be well secured 
against falling. Inconspicuous wires 
holding the tree against the wall in 
back are good precautions to keep 
it from being knocked over into the 
middle of the room. The tree should 
be so placed that standing or fallen, 
it cannot block a doorway which 
might be needed to escape from the 
room. 

The candle for Christmas lighting 
is still taking its yearly toll of lives 
and property. To be sure, it is found 
on Christmas trees more rarely every 
year, but none the less, it is used 
unwisely in many homes and public 
places during the Christmas season. 

Open flame lighting is, from a safe- 
ty point of view, entirely out of 
place anywhere where there is some- 
thing to bum. You may get away 
with it if you set up your candles and 
lamps well away from Christmas 
trees, window curtains, and burnable 
decorations, have a fire extinguisher 
handy, and then keep constant watch 
over them. Such precautions are not 
needed for the equally attractive elec- 
tric lights made especially for decor- 
ation. 

But it is important that your set 
of Christmas tree lights be in good 
condition. A short circuit in worn 
wiring might be sufficient to start 
the tree burning. Sets bearing the 
label of Underwriters Laboratories, 
Inc., have been tested for fire haz- 
ard and pronounced safe by experts. 
Select lights for windows which have 
been similarly approved. 

If your fuses are of proper rating, 
too many lights from one set of out- 
lets will blow them. If this hap- 
pens, eliminate some of the lights, 
and replace the blown fuse with an- 
other of the same size and rating. 
An overloaded circuit is extremely 
dangerous for fire may start unseen 
in the walls. 

If you decorate your house elab- 
orately you’ll have another and very 
serious hazard to consider, unless 
you use incombustible material. 

Elaborate and festooned decora- 
tions are an important feature of 
most parties and celebrations held 
during the holiday season in clubs, 
dance halls, and other public places. 
A number of terrible fire tragedies 
have occurred when small fires 
flashed across halls filled with com- 
bustible hangings. Many communi- 
ties have regulations requiring that 
such decorations be treated to reduce 
flammability. Flameproofed mate- 
rials can bo purchased at many 
stores. Insist on them. 

Flame-proofing treatment is avail- 
able for home use if combustible 
materials are used. However, it is 
simpler to use only decorations of 
metal, glass and asbestos. These safe 
decorations are available nearly ev- 
erywhere and are quite as attrac- 
tive as those of the dangerous pa- 
per, cotton, and pyroxylin. "Fire- 
proofing’’ of pyroxylin is not possi- 
ble. 

The use of cotton batting and pa- 
per in costumes should be strictly 
avoided. These materials will ignite 
easily and burn with greut intensity

long before it would be possible to 
tear them off. Santa Claus’s whisk- 
ers have led to many Christmas 
tragedies. If you can’t find a good 
substitute, be sure and have them 
flameproofed. ' 

Before and after Christmas there 
will be a lot of flammable material 
around the house. Most Christmas 
wrapping burns like tinder and should 
be removed as soon as possible. If 
you have a good fireplace, it can be 
burned there, but be sure the fire 
is kept screened and your chimney 
is clean and in good condition or 
flaming bits of paper may fly up and 
ignite its soot coated walls. Have 
someone on hand to see that all 
wrappings go into the waste basket.

Expert Advises Women 

To Budget Their Time 

Most health authorities tell us to 
figure out how much sleep we need 
per night, then to bend every effort 
to get that amount. 

But here’s an expert who says that 
the important thing is to figure out 
how many hours of activity— mental 
and physical— you can stand per 
day, then to organize your resting 
and sleeping hours accordingly. 

She is Josephine L. Rathbone, Ph. 
D.. assistant professor of health and 
physical education at Teachers’ col- 
lege, Columbia university. 

“Make it your busines. to find out 
how much stimulation you can 
stand, " says the dark-haired, attrac- 
tive Miss Rathbone. "Study until 
you know definitely. 

“It’s a great mistake to continue 
to drive yourself. When you have 
done all that your body will do will- 
ingly. stop going at top speed and 
let down.” 

Miss Rathbone says that the obvi- 
ous lack cf poise among so many 
women today is the result of trying 
to do too much. They leave them- 
selves no time at all for relaxation. 

“The homemaker who finds her- 
self physically tired and extremely 
nervous after a morning of getting 
the children off to school and putting 
the house in order ought not to force 
herself to play bridge that after- 
noon. It’s a nap — not bridge — that 
she needs.” 

Miss Rathbone is even firmer in 
her convictions about what the ca- 
reer woman should and should not 
do. 

“A day’s work never hurt any- 
one,” says the practical teacher. 

But a day’s work plus a speaking 
engagement at luncheon, a dinner 
date to discuss business and an eve- 
ning of finishing a paper for the 
board of directors or an article for a 
magazine is too much for the aver- 
age business woman.”

Unmatched Eye Images 

Often Cause Headaches 

Just as some persons have one 
foot larger than the other, there are 
persons who have one eye that sees 
a larger image than does the other 
eye, reports the Better Vision In- 
stitute. This condition is known as 
“aniseikonia.” Recent studies indi- 
cate that cases of unmatched visual 
images are not uncommon. The 
condition frequently may result in 
fatigue from reading, headaches, 
nervousness and train or sea-sick- 
ness. 

An interesting case of unequal 
visual images is reported in a col- 
lege student. He was found to have 
normal vision in each eye, but was 
subject to headaches, blurred vi- 
sion after extensive use of his eyes 
in reading. He had taken for six 
months orthoptic eye exercises with- 
out relief. Investigation showed 
that the size of the image in the 
right eye was 3 per cent smaller 
than the image in his left eye. Spec- 
tacles to correct the aniseikonia 
were provided. His headaches 
were reduced immediately, he can 
read longer without fatigue, and at 
the same time blurred, double vision 
was eliminated.

Miss McCarthy will commence her 
duties at Washington on January 1. 

Miss McCarthy is one of four sec- 
retaries appointed by Mr. Eliot. The 
other secretary at Washington will 
be Samuel S. Stratton of Cambridge, 
and at the Cambridge office will be 
John A. Dolan and Miss Eleanor Ba- 
ker, both of Ward 22, Boston. 

Mr. Eliot said that two of his 
closest associates, who had also been 
slated for appointment, were unavail- 
able, due to military service. Cap- 
tain John B. Gibbons, Jr., has been 
called to active duty and Henry G. 
Pearson, Jr., enters the service in 
January as a volunteer. 

John A. Dolan is a businessman 
who is a member of the Democratic 
Committee of Ward 22, Boston, and 
has been a leading aide of Charles 
S. Donovan, Ward Chairman, in both 
Eliot campaigns, in 1938 and 1940. 

Eleanor Baker likewise worked 
through both campaigns and for 
many months has been in charge of 
Eliot’s Cambridge office, where she 
will remain. 

Samuel S. Stratton played a prom- 
inent role in the canvassing that led 
up to Eliot’s victory this fall, and 
worked closely with the new Con- 
gressman, as did his wife, the former 
Carol Bunton of Cambridge. 


More Toys 

Toy orders placed thus far this 
year are about 15 per cent ahead of 
comparative 1939 figures, H. E. 
Luhrs, president of the Toy Manu- 
facturers of the U. S. A., Inc., an- 
nounced recently. Mr. Luhrs also 
stated that the American toy indus- 
try was virtually independent of for- 
eign sources of supply and regard- 
less of war conditions this country’s 
normal quota of $230,000,000 worth of 
toys would be available. 

“If buyers will protect themselves 
by placing orders early enough to 
permit the manufacture of the mer- 
chandise, American toy makers are 
certain that they can fill all require- 
ments as usual, no matter what hap- 
pens abroad,” he said. 

The interest in national defense, 
he added, has been reflected in in- 
creased production of toy airplanes, 
toy soldiers and sailors in Ameri- 
can uniforms, miniature sub- 
marines, destroyers, coast gun de- 
fenses, air rifles, marksmanship 
ranges and games based on battle 
strategy. 


Plaster Cracks Unavoidable 

There’s nothing quite so disheart- 
ening to a homemaker as a freshly 
decorated room that has suddenly 
developed ugly plaster cracks. 

Tragic though it may be, it’s un- 
derstandable. Plastering brings 
into the house between 200 and 300 
gallons of water that must be evap- 
orated. In the evaporation process 
the lumber framing of the house is 
subject to warping and twisting. The 
natural result is broken plaster. 

A new and successful solution to 
this problem is the use of insulation 
board lath as a plaster base. The 
lath forms a moisture-resistant bar- 
rier between the plaster and fram- 
ing which will not buckle as the 
plaster dries out. 

The insulating lath is obtainable 
in thicknesses of one-half inch 
three-quarter inch and one inch and 
furnishes valuable insulation protec 
tion in addition to providing 
stronger plaster base.

We’ve added a lot of shining im- 
provements to our way of living 
since the days when the hitching 
post was an essential part of every 
front yard, but somewhere along the 
speedway we’ve lost some things 
that were most important. 

Life was simpler in the old days 
and harder too. There was more 
quiet and more courtesy— and Sun- 
day was the Sabbath, a day re- 
served for church rather than Flash 
Gordon.

It seems a 
waste of time to practice scales 
when a whirl of the dial can bring 
the wizardry of Rachmaninoff or 
Heifetz into the room, and our books 
grow dusty while we sit hypnotized 
at the latest Hollywood master- 
piece. This is the machine age, de- 
signed to give women more leisure 
time, but how few of us use that 
time to improve ourselves, to help 
our families, our communities, our 
fellowmen! 

Perhaps we’ve been so busy de- 
veloping the attributes of a comfort- 
able and a long life that we’ve for- 
gotten the essentials that make up a 
good one. 


Spiders Found in Brazil 

That Often Eat Snakes 

Snakes commonly eat spiders and 
other insects. But in Brazil there 
are also spiders which eat snakes, 
it was announced recently by Dr. Vi- 
tal Brasil of Nichtheroy. Brazil. 

He says the snake-eating spider is 
called the “grammostola,” that it 
is very fond of several snakes but 
especially likes one called the “jar- 
araca” or “lachesis atrox.” 

When the spider shoots its neuro- 
toxic venom into a snake, the latter 
suffers local cramps and then teta- 
nus, with convulsions, progressive 
paralysis and death by stoppage of 
breathing. Then the spider spends 
days dining on his victim. 

The “jararaca” snake also is ven- 
omous, but his poison will not kill 
the grammostola spider. 

Dr. Brasil is the founder of the 
Butantan institute in Sao Paulo, Bra- 
zil, which visitors generally remem- 
ber as the “snake farm,” and which 
has done much in supplying counter- 
agents tor snake bites. 

He found there are two general 
types of spider bite — the neuro-toxic 
which causes paralysis and death, 
and the necrosant, which usually 
produces a severe wound or scar 
but is rarely fatal. 

He produced a serum which proved 
effective against spiders and scor- 
pions. The latter, in some parts 
of Brazil, take a heavy toll of chil- 
dren.

Abraham Lincoln’s famous letter 
to Mrs. Bixby was, “Dear Madam: I 
have been shown in the files of the 
War Department a statement of the 
adjutant general of Massachusetts 
that you are the mother of five sons 
who have died gloriously on the field 
of battle. I feel how weak and fruit- 
less must be any word of mine which 
should attempt to beguile you from 
the grief of a loss so overwhelm- 
ing. But I cannot refrain from ten- 
dering you the consolation that may 
be found in the thanks of the repub- 
lic they died to save. I pray that 
our heavenly father may assuage 
the anguish of your bereavement, 
and leave you only the cherished 
memory of the loved and lost, and 
the solemn pride that must be yours 
to have laid so costly a sacrifice 
upon the altar of freedom. Yours 
very sincerely and respectfully, A. 
Lincoln.” 


Reciprocal Obligation 

Being a fervent collector of auto- 
graphs, Andrew Carnegie once 
asked a friend who was visiting Ger- 
many to obtain the autograph of the 
German biologist-philosopher Ernst 
Haeckel, who had recently published 
his startling book, “The Riddle of 
the Universe.” 

Some weeks later Carnegie re- 
ceived the autograph of the wily 
Haeckel. The philosopher had writ- 
ten: "Professor Haeckel of the Uni- 
versity of Jena acknowledges the 
receipt of a new high-power micro- 
scope for the biological institute of 
the university and deeply thanks 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie for the gift.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s canny Scotch blood 
appreciated the hint: He promptly 
forwarded the microscope to the 
university.

Newton Masseurs 

As a result of protests made the 
past couple of years by Newton phy- 
sicians regarding the activities of a 
licensed masseur in this city, the 
Newton Board of Health has adopted 
regulations governing this occupa- 
tion.

To Help War Victims 

Friends of the Newton Chapter of 
Red Cross may still assist in their 
worthwhile work by contributing to 
their budget through the support of 
their membership. In joining the 
local chapter, residents also are as- 
sisting the National Organization in 
their worldwide relief of suffering 
due to wars throughout the eastern 
hemisphere. Fifty cents of each dol- 
lar given in membership fees at this 
time of the Annual Roll Call is sent 
to Washington for their limitless 
services to all stricken peoples. 

The budget is still lacking in the 
necessary funds for the year’s activ- 
ities at home and for National De- 
fense, and checks will be gratefully 
received at Chapter Headquarters, 12 
Austin st., Newtonville, for any 
amounts that the families of New- 
ton and vicinity may feel desire to 
send. 

“In answer to tin urgent appeal for 
additional assistance, the American 
Red Cross made available (some 
stated amount filled in) to the 
(country named) Red Cross for re 
lief of air-raid victims." Such are 
the words in every weekly bulletin 
issued from the National Red Cross 
Such is the situation which this or- 
ganization is working efficiently, fe- 
verishly, to alleviate. 

Nations who have looked to them 
for help and received it, in thousands, 
and even millions of dollars, include 
Belgium, Canada, China, Finland, 
France, England. Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Poland, Switzerland, Hungary. 
Lithuania, Yugoslavia, and many 
parts of Great Britain. 

In the Jersey City warehouse, 
Avhich fringes the Hudson River, the 
American Red Cross has two floors, 
or about 50,000 square feet of space, 
where rows on rows of supplies for 
outgoing cargoes have continuously 
crowded them. The turnover has 
been rapid and 50 men and women 
are required to handle the shipments. 
From this warehouse, all medical and 
hospital supplies and equipment, 
drugs, and purchased manufactured 
clothing, are shipped; also boxes of 
garments and surgical dressings com- 
ing from the chapters. 

Chairman Norman H. Davis has re- 
ceived literally thousands of letters 
of appreciation for these garments 
and supplies. A letter from an Eng- 
lish woman writing to a friend in 
New York on October 23rd, is an 
example of what this work of the 
Red Cross means in war-stricken Eu- 
rope: 

“Some people were bombed,” she 
wrote, "their homes destroyed, and 
they were taken to a large building 
for shelter. There they found won- 
derful comfort with American sup- 
plies; lovely blankets, and warm, new, 
beautifully made garments. They all 
heartily blessed and thanked the 
American Red Cross for their time- 
ly help. I wanted you to know your 
things are gratefully used. Try to 
think how you would appreciate be- 
ing given warm (or any) clothes, if 
suddenly your home and everything 
in it fell fiat on the ground, and 
you were left with exactly what you 
stood up in. And when would-be kind 
neighbors are in the same plight, 
they cannot help. So do not imagine 
you are not doing important work.” 

It is not hard to imagine what dis- 
may such conditions could arouse, and 
to Americans, safe, housed, clothed, , 
fed, the appeal for help should make 
them realize how every dollar given 
to the Red Cross comforts and blesses i 
those in distress.

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Prifscsor Helps Settle 

1,400 Labor Disputes 

Maybe he is not the champion 
peacemaker of the country, but Dr. 
George W. Taylor of Philadelphia is 
associate professor of industry at 
the Wharton school and arbiter non- 
pareil in the textile industry, par- 
ticularly hosiery. 

During the last 12 years, Dr. Tay- 
lor, impartial chairman in union 
contracts with more than 300 manu- 
facturers, has been instrumental in 
settling more than 1,400 labor dis- 
putes without a major strike. 

Convinced that an honest, compre- 
hensive presentation of the facts in- 
volved will always narrow a gap 
of variance to a point where a strike 
is unnecessary, he enters the hear- 
ings to which he is called armed 
with all the facts he can assemble. 

The result, he says, is true col- 
lective bargaining, or "collective ne- 
gotiation," as he prefers to call it, 
instead of "collective arguing." 

Among the plants holding con- 
tracts under which Dr. Taylor serves 
as impartial chairman are 100 ho- 
siery mills throughout the country, 
including a large number in Read- 
ing, where he first became inter- 
ested in the problems of the in- 
dustry. 

There have been no strikes in 
those 100 mills during the 12 years 
the contracts have been in force. 

Dr. Taylor is chairman of the ho- 
siery industry committee set up un- 
der the fair labor standards act and 
helped to establish minimum wages 
for that industry. 

He is also a research associate in 
the Wharton school’s industrial re- 
search department, which has been 
developed as an ally of business and 
industry. 


Mode! Penal Law Offered 
For Correcting Offender 

Making the punishment fit the 
criminal rather than the crime is 
descriptive of the method by which 
the American Law institute proposes 
to meet the problem offender, ac- 
cording to William Draper Lewis of 
Philadelphia, director of the insti- 
tute, who recently addressed the Na- 
tional Probation association in 
Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Credit for formulating the model 
youth correction authority act, 
which the institute will urge state 
legislatures to adopt, was given 
largely to Prof. John B. Waite of 
the University of Michigan law 
school. 

The proposal starts with the con- 
tention that retributive punishment 
has failed to check crime. It insists 
that the criminal career can be halt- 
ed at its start. It points out that 
youths between 15 and 21 years con- 
stitute only 13 per cent of the popu- 
lation yet are responsible for 23 per 
cent of the nation’s robberies, 40 
per cent of the burglaries and nearly 
50 per cent of the automobile thefts. 

The novelty of the measure lies 
in substituting possible rehabilita- 
tion for punishment as a major ob- 
jective. The character of the of- 
fender rather than the nature of his 
offense is to determine the period 
of his imprisonment. Thus, Lewis 
pointed out, a mental defective 
might be kept within an institution 
for the rest of his life on being con- 
victed of a relatively minor offense, 
while a second individual capable 
of making a speedy social adjust- 
ment might win early release though 
guilty of a serious crime. 


Autogiro Rises Vertically 

Officials of the Pitcairn Autogiro 
company of Willow Grove, Pa., 
claim a new advance in aviation his- 
tory as a result of a successful dem- 
onstration of vertical ascent by an 
autogiro. Product of three years’ 
secret experimentation, the all- 
metal ship named the Whirl Wing 
rose vertically 20 feet and “grass 
hopper jumped" over a line 
stretched between two poles about 
feet nigh. The "jump takeoff" 
was witnessed by aviation experts, 
company officials and newsmen. The 
propeller of the 2,050-pound plane 
spun at an easy rate, the long rotor 
blades atop the ship began twirling. 
Then the propeller and rotors were 
speeded up and suddenly the ship 
jumped from the ground headed into 
a steep climb and flew away. The 
craft can land in the same manner. 


One Correction Needed 

A Chicago writer was telling tht 
other day how a magazine accept- 
ed a manuscript of his, in the early 
days of his writing career, promis- 
ing payment on publication. At the 
end of seven years, having heard 
nothing more, the writer asked his 
agent, who, in turn, asked the edi- 
tors. Back came a lofty rebuke. 
"Tell Mr. M," it said, "not to be 
impatient." It recalled, the writer 
went on, the case of the young edi- 
tor who took over a religious maga- 
zine and found, in a pigeonhole, an 
article he liked very much. He 
wrote the author, a minister, to 
thank him for the timely and im- 
portant words. "I’m glad you are 
finally publishing it," said the min- 
ister’s reply, "but would suggest 
one change. Where I refer to my- 
self as the father of two children, 
please make it say ‘six.’ ”

sale in 1921 with 25-foot frontages. 
Rudnick asks that he be permitted 
to develop them for house lots with 
50-foot frontages on most of the lots, 
and 62 Lt -foot frontages on others. 

A letter of protest was received 
from J. S. Russo of 176 Dedham st., 
Newton Highlands, a realtor. Mr. 
Russo said he owns (or will own) 
land in that neighborhood with a 
frontage of 1000 feet, and were he 
selfish, he might join with Mr. Rud- 
nick in asking permits to develop this 
land with smaller houses on small 
lots, but he considers the effect on 
the neighborhood. Russo’s letter 
stated that houses already built in 
that section by the County Building 
Supply Company (or Mr. Rudnick) 
have no cellars (except a small space 
for the heater) and have caused the 
values of other properties in the 
neighborhood to depreciate. He said 
uch cellarless houses are not healthy 
for children, and to protect pur- 
chasers! poorly built houses should 
not be permitted in Newton. Mr. 
Russo’s letter stated that a 7000- 
square-foot minimum is fair for that 
district and smaller lots should not 
be permitted. He also stated that no 
dwellings should be permitted in that 
section which will cost less than 
$6000, exclusive of the garage. 

This petition was laid on the table, 
with the understanding that the 
Planning Board will discuss the mat- 
ter with Mr. Rudnick.

visability of resuming the sounding 
of signals over the fire alarm sys- 
tem. It was agreed by him and the 
committee that the existent method 
of sounding fire alarms, on bells in 
fire stations and churches, is not 
adequate to reach all parts of the 
city, and some more audible method 
such as sirens, would have to be 
used. 

For a number of years fire alarms 
in Newton have not been sounded 
over the bells in fire stations and 
churches, except in cases of general 
alarms. This was done to stop large 
numbers of motorists driving to fires 
when they heard alarms, causing 
trallic hazards and impeding the fire 
apparatus. While Newton residents 
wculd probably not object to the 
use of sirens for “no school” signals, 
they would strongly object to the use 
of sirens for fire alarms. Such a prac- 
tice would frequently disturb the 
sleep of Newtonians, and increase 
the number of false alarms of fire, as 
it has done in Waltham. 


Want Playgrounds 
Developed At Once 

The Newton Recreation Commis- 
sion announced last Saturday that it 
would request the city government 
to begin work at once on the devel- 
opment of two playgrounds. By do- 
ing the work simultaneously, earth 
excavated from land adjoining the 
new Franklin School at Derby st., 
West Newton, could be used for 
needed fill on the playground area at 
Watertown st. and Albemarle rd., 
Newtonville. The land near the 
Franklin School has an area of about 
100,000 square feet. The land at 
Newtonville, near the Horace Mann 
School, has an area about 200 by 900 
feet, fronting on Watertown st. and 
extending along Albemarle rd. It is 
part of a large parcel of land pur- 
chased about two years ago by the 
city for playground purposes. Resi- 
dents in both sections have been de- 
manding that playground facilities 
be provided in their neighborhoods. 


Fined $25 For Bad 
Driving; Speeding 

In the Newton court on Thursday 
Judge William Murray fined George 
Boulanger of Franklin $25 for reck- 
less driving. The defendant’s car 
had been in a collision with a truck 
and another car and Tage Frey of 
Waban, driver of the car hit, was 
injured.

a person cannot get high quality 
service without paying for it. The 
ordinary individual does not know 
enough about the political situation 
to be a good judge; however, Dr. 
Fishbein stntcd unequivocally that 
wherever state Socialized Medicine 
hns been attempted it has failed. He 
cited the example of a group of doc- 
tors in Washington who atttempted 
group medical practice hut went un- 
der to the tune of one hundred fifty 
thousand dollars. He declared that, 1 
if we are to remain a democracy 
we must not have free medical prac- 
tice. 

The lively panel discussion that fol- 
lowed was featured by a duel of 
words between Dr. Butler, Director 
of the White Cross, and Dr. Fishbein. 
Dr. Chope, former Director of Pub- 
lic Health for Newton, queried as 
to how a person of low income was 
to get, for example, a typhoid in- 
jection. Dr. Fishbein stated that all 
such work was being done by the 
doctors of the American Medical As- 
sociation on a charity basis. 

This discussion, which unprecedent- 
edly took up the time usually de- 
voted to questions from the floor, 
was brought to a close at 5:30 by 
Chairman Kirtley Mather. This 
meeting was made possible through 
the co-operation of the Newton medi- 
cal profession and was featured by 
the presence of Dr. Channing Froth- 
ingham, Dr. Thomas Lanman, Dr. 
George Prather, Dr. Harold Chope, 
and Dr. Allen Butler. 

The next meeting of the Newton 
Forum will be on January 5, 1941, 
when the guest will be Bruce Bliven, 
editor of the New Republic speak- 
ing on “The Job Before Congress.”

is the first year the Newton Commu- 
nity Chest has united with the Great- 
er Boston Campaign, chairman Faw- 
cett pointed out that this move was 
taken in order to reduce costs, avoid 
duplication of solicitation and reduce 
the calls on Newton residents to 
serve in campaigns. “The Newton 
Community Chest,” he pointed out, 
“retains its individuality and inde- 
pendence. Although the funds will 
be raised jointly, Newton’s budget 
will be determined, and the spending 
of the budget supervised by Newton 
citizens — the volunteer budget com- 
mittee of the Newton Community 
Chest. As always Newton subscri- 
bers may designate their subscrip- 
tions to local Newton agencies.” 

Urging generous support of the 
Campaign this year, Mr. Fawcett said 
that the Greater Boston Community 
Fund finances over 200 agencies in 
46 cities and towns and that many 
Newton citizens serve on the boards 
of these agencies, located in and out- 
side Newton. “Although our own 14 
Newton agencies meet most of the 
needs of our people,” Mr. Fawcett 
said, “many other agencies outside 
Newton provide services which a 
community of our size cannot pro- 
vide.”

Gramstorff, chairman of the depart- 
ment of Civil Engineering at North- 
eastern. 

A complete file of the transactions 
of the American Society of Civil En- 
gineering comprises part of the li- 
brary. Also included in the gift is 
Mr. Morse’s complete file of the jour- 
nal of the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, his complete file of the 
magazine “Civil Engineering,” all re- 
ports of the Metropolitan Park Com- 
mission, all reports of the United 
States Commissions on the Universal 
Exposition at Paris, reports of the 
Massachusetts State Board of Health, 
a complete file of the magazine “The 
Sanitary Engineer,” rdports of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, and a 
great variety of individual reports on 
matters related to engineering and 
construction. 

Mr. Morse has had a long career 
in the field of civil engineering. He 
worked for the city of Newton from 
1881 up to the time of his retirement 
in 1935. During this period he was 
principal assistant engineer of New-

Aldermen Refuse 
Billboard Permit 


A petition from John Donnelly & 
Sons Company for a permit to erect 
a billboard 25 feet long and 12 feet 
high on a vacant lot on Washington 
st., Newton Corner, opposite Bacon 
st., was refused by the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night. Mr. Mit- 
chell, representing the Donnelly 
Company, stated there had been con- 
troversy in Newton over signs that 
were formerly located at the comer 
of Walnut street and Commonwealth 
ave. near City Hall. He said that 
these signs had not been owned by 
his company, and the Donnelly com- 
pany had repeatedly asked the com- 
pany owning those signs to conform 
to the desires of Newton citizens and 
remove them. Mitchell referred to 
an article recently printed in the Bos- 
ton Herald which condemned the 
placing of big billboaids along scenic 
routes and on open highways in the 
country. He stated that the Don- 
nelly company would endorse that 
viewpoint and advocate big signs only 
in business districts. He argued that 
the locus in question is in a business 
zone and the proper place for a bill- 
board. 

Protests against the proposed bill- 
board were made by the Newton 
Trust Company and the Newton Sav- 
ings Bank on the contention that the 
signboard would depreciate the val- 
ues of nearby properties. Alderman 
Fahey, chairman of the Licenses 
Committee, recommended the refu- 
sal of the petition. He said the sign 
would affect property values, would 
be a traffic hazard, and might be 
detrimental to health and morals.

Truck Kills Boy 
At Newton Hlds 


Eugene DeLoache, Jr., 2% years 
old, son of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene De- 
Loache of 1623 Centre st., Newton 
Highlands, was killed opposite his 
home on Tuesday afternoon about 
2:15 o’clock when he ran under a 
passing truck which was driven by 
William Murray of South ave., Na- 
tick. Mrs. DeLoache had returned 
from a shopping tour with Mr. and 
Mrs. E. H. Trowbridge of Dean rd., 
Wellesley, in the latter’s car, and 
as they alighted, the child ran 
around the front of the car and under 
the side of the passing truck, a rear 
wheel of which ran over its head. 
Mrs. DeLoache ran after the child 
in a vain effort to catch him before 
the truck hit him. She picked her 
boy up and Mr. Trowbridge carried 
the little boy and his mother to the 
office of Dr. R. E. Johnson at 1082 
Walnut st., but the child had been 
almost instantly killed. The truck 
driver said he did not see the child, 
and stopped the truck when he felt 
the bump as the wheel went over 
the boy. It was the sixth automobile 
fatality in Newton this year.

His funeral service was held at Sa- 
cred Heart Church today and 
burial was in Lexington.

The meet Interesting, colorful, 
and beautiful lighting effects of 
the Christmas season in New- 
ton has been provided this year 
by Matthew Ruane, well-known 
florist of 77 Walnut st., Newton- 
ville.

School Department 
r o Return $20,000 

A financial statement issued by 
the School Department last Friday 
shows that about $20,000 will be 
turned back to the City Treasury 
from the $1,429,935.81 appropriated 
for the 1940 budget of the regular 
schools in Newton. Up to the end 
of November the amount expended 
for the regular schools was $1,260,- 
825.58, leaving a balance of $169,- 
110.23 for December, and it is ex- 
pected that over $20,000 will remain 
from this balance when the year 
will have ended. As the budget for 
1941 is $10,000 under that of 1940, 
the savings in the regular schools 
next year over the 1940 budget should 
be at least $30,000. The principal 
cause of this savings is the elimina- 
tion of several teaching positions. 

The budget for the Trade School 
in 1940 called for an appropriation 
of $88,076.09, and this will approxi- 
mately cover the cost of the school. 
The expense of the regular schools 
in Newton for the first eleven 
months included — salaries, $1,140,- 
134.52; fuel, power and water, $37,- 
381.78; other expenses, $82,769; out 
of State travel, $218.64; equipment 
for new Lincoln-Eliot School, 
$320.82.

McKay Argues Water

Contribute $100,000 Annually To 
City in Lieu of Taxes 


A meeting of the committee which 
is arranging the farewell testimonial 
to members of the National Guard 
units of Newton which will enter ac- 
tive service next month, was held 
last Friday night in War Memorial 
Building, Newion Centre, Roy Ed- 
wards, general chairman of the com- 
mittee, was in charge of the meeting 
and representatives from 30 organi- 
zations were present. It was an 
nounced that in addition to other 
attractions at the testimonial, which 
will be held in the armory at West 
Newton on the evening of January 
8, there will be a drill by the New- 
ton Legion Guards, three times na- 
tional champions of the American 
Legion. A large number of tickets 
have already been sold. Captain Ni- 
cholas Veduccio of the Newton police 
has sold 125. The proceeds of the 
affair will be used to purchase com- 
forts for the young men who are 
to enter army life at small monthly 
pay, while other youths are receiv- 
ing large wages in defence prepara- 
tions.

With Alderman Hoffman voting 
alone in the minority, the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night author- 
ized a $50,000 bond issue to finance 
new water mains in this city. He 
claimed that if the city used the 
Water Department surplus for this 
purpose, instead of issuing bonds, it 
would save $13,000 in the 15 years 
the bond issue will run. He said the 
city doesn't get interest from banks 
where the surplus is deposited, and 
he believes in capital outlay. Hoff- 
man said the city has obtained $574,- 
000 in profits from water in the last 
10 years, and either this amount is 
needed as a maintenance reserve, or 
the water rates should be lowered, as 
they are seemingly 15 per cent too 
high. 

Alderman Temperley told of the 
policy adopted 28 years ago by New- 
ton aldermen in supplying other city 
departments with water free, and 
how this policy was changed in 1922 
when the water department had a 
$90,000 deficit. He said that a few 
years ago water rates were reduced 
for larger users, but not for most 
people in Newton, and the rates 
should be reduced. 

Alderman McKay, chairman of the 
Finance Committee read a lengthy 
statement defending the practise of 
issuing bonds for permanent im- 
provements, and explaining the mat- 
ter of water department surpluses. 
His statement follows: 

Because opposition has been ex- 
pressed to the proposed $50,000 Water 
Department bond issue, it seems op- 
portune to present a statement cov- 
ering the principal phases of the 
situation. The Water Department is 
entirely apart from the other munici- 
pal functions on which the tax-levy 
is calculated. It is in effect a self- 
supporting utility owned by the city, 
and because it is public property 
it is tax-exempt. If it were private- 
ly owned the city woulcfrefceive about 
$100,000 annually in taxes. This is 
arbitrarily assuming a taxable value 
of three and a half million dollars. 
The undepreciated cost value as of 
January 1, 1940 was S4.635.602.41. 
5 per cent of that is probably a fair 
present value. 

It is impossible to separate the citi- 
zens of Newton into two groups — 
those who pay water bills and those 
who pay taxes— because the two are 
thoroughly commingled. But for the 
purpose of debate let us assume they 
are quite distinct. Neither should be 
subsidized or penalized for the benefit 
of the other. Justice then would be 
attained by the Water Department 
contributing $100,000 annually to the 
general surplus account of the city. 
If instead of doing this its own sur- 
plus is used for capital expenditures 
the tax-payer is penalized. In the 
present instance the issuing of bonds 
by the Water Department can con- 
ceivably save $50,000 on the 1941 tax 
levy — equivalent to thirty cents on 
the tax-rate. The Water Department 
will, of course, have to pay inter- 
est and repay the principal from 
water revenue over the next ten or 
fifteen years. It is proper that the 
water-users pay in this manner for 
permanent improvements. 

One of the statements I have just 
made could easily cause confusion. 
That there be no misinterpretation I 
amplify and re-word it. If the water 
bonds are issued, we need not ear- 
mark any present water surplus for 


new mains. That free surplus then 
becomes general city surplus, which 
in turn could be applied to the tax- 
levy. Thus although the Water De- 
partment is not supported by taxes, 
its net income can be carried through 
for the benefit of the tax-payer. 
Hence my statement that the issuing 
of bonds in the present instance can 
conceivably save $50,000 on the 1941 
tax-levy. On the other hand the 
use of an equal amount of Water 
Department surplus for permanent 
improvements would preclude such a 
procedure. 

Some years ago, and before giving 
the subject careful study, I too held 
the belief that any water profit above 
operating cost, should be used exclu- 
sively by that department. I still 
maintain that any profit over and 
above the operating cost plus tax- 
equivalent should either be retained 
by the department, or the rates re- 
duced. 

For our own information Newton 
keeps separate records of the water 
surplus and the general surplus. But 
the state authorities combine the two 
as general city surplus. 

I hope that the Mayor and the 
aldermen will agree upon a clean-cut 
policy. It is no secret that for years 
the water department surplus and 
revenue have been used somewhat in- 
discriminately for capital purposes. 
Looking back over the records I find 
almost $200,000 expended in one year 
for pumping station alterations and 
equipment — a capital expense which 
wholly or in part should have been 
bonded. More recently over $175,000 
in three years 1935-1937 for 12 inch 
loop mains. There are other items 
of smaller amounts. These were all 
legal and honest appropriations, but 
I question the propriety of such use 
of water-revenue and surplus. 

Many feel that if any operating 
profit is shown, the water-rates 
should be reduced. I concur in this 
on the basis of the Water Depart- 
ment including in operating cost an 
amount equal to taxes on its proper- 
ty. Although there was no such 
accounting there have been three- 
successive ten per cent reductions. 
On January 1st, 1932 from 25 cents 
to 22*a cents. On January 1st, 1934 
to 20 cents and on April 1st, 1936 
to 18 cents per hundred cubic feet. 

It is desirable, of course, to have 
debt reduced as rapidly as possible. 
We cannot however, blindly disregard 
practical business principles, and re- 
fuse to issue bonds when that meth- 
od of financing seems to be the pru- 
dent one. In the twelve months to 
end December 31st our total city 
bonded indebtedness will be reduced 
$537,000. Of this $524,000 in general 
departments and $13,000 in the Wa- 
ter Department. 

The December 31st water surplus 
is estimated at $100,000. Presuma- 
bly in 1941 the pension fund actuary 
will require a substantial part be 
transferred to general surplus to 
compensate for water department 
pension appropriations paid from tax 
revenue since 1932. Such an adjust- 
ment was made in 1934 for the 
years prior to 1932. It is an inter- 
department accounting which is made 
periodically. If the $50,000 bonds are 
not issued, there will remain little 
if any surplus. 

My several references to the pre- 
mise that the Water Department 
should contribute about $100,000 an-

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THE WATER SURPLUS 

It has long been a sound principle of private business to spread 
the cost of permanent improvements such as buildings, plant ex- 
tensions, over a period of time and to capitalize such expenditures 
over a period of years. Thus the service costs of such a business 
are kept in balance and the consumer cost is maintained with 
greater stability than would be the case were such costs im- 
mediately absorbed at the time such permanent improvements 
are made. The same principle is readily applied to municipal 
finance in many ways and particularly to the extension and im- 
provement of permanent construction in a city water department 
Such costs should, as voted by the Aldermen this week, be bonded 
over a period of years and the bonds be retired by those who 
benefit Irom these improvements. And it is even more to the ad- 
vantage of a municipality when its bonded debt is not too ex- 
cessive as the resultant effect is reflected in lower interest 
charges. 

The surplus in the water department this year of some $75,000 
was provided by Newton water users in the payment of water 
bills. While it is necessary that water rates be based upon an 
anticipated revenue it is impossible to foretell whether or not an 
unusually dry summer will bring greater use of available water 
or an unusually wet summer will bring less receipts than an- 
ticipated. Again, sound municipal finance makes it essential that 
there be no deficit in the water department to be borne either 
by taxpayers upon real estate or water users the following year. 
A reasonable surplus is desirable but it will be to the general 
advantage of all to use a considerable portion of the existing 
surplus in the water department toward a reduction in water rates 
for the coming year.

On December 21 Samuel Hyslop of 
42 Bellevue st., Newton, passed from 
this life after a long period of failing 
health. Bom in Brooklyn, New 
York, 82 years ago, he had been _ 
resident of Newton for 57 years, and 
for nearly 40 years of that time he 
was a vital factor in the life of No- 
nanlum. As a youth he became em- 
ployed in textile mills, and when 
young man he came to Newton and 
entered the employ of the Nonantum 
Worsted Company, then the leading 
industry of this city. He rapidly 
learned both the business and me- 
chanical sides of the worsted yam 
industry and advanced until he was 
employed in an executive capacity in 
the Nonantum Worsted Company, 
and in later years the agent of the 
Saxony Worsted Mills at Nonantum, 
and a vice-president of the United 
States Worsted Company, of which 
the Saxony Mills was a unit. 

Sam Hyslop came up the hard way. 
When he was first employed in the 
worsted mill at Nonantum nearly 60 
years ago, boys and girls as young 
as 9 years of age were employed 
there the same as in most textile 
mills in New England. These little 
children had to attend school twen- 
ty weeks each year, but the other 
thirty- two weeks they could be em- 
ployed in the mills. They worked 
from 6:30 in the morning until 6:20 
in the evening, with an hour off for 
dinner. On Saturdays they worked 
until 3:20 in the afternoon — and the 
remaipder of the days was theirs for 
recreation, or rest. The starting 
wages of these children was 35 cents 
a day, and after a few years this pay 
might be doubled. Still residing in 
Newton are aged men and women 
whose childhood was spent under 
these conditions. 

Sam Hyslop remembered the con- 
ditions that prevailed in industry 
when he was a youth, and when he 
became a mill executive he made it 
his purpose to give as good working 
conditions and wages as possible to 
those working under him. He also 
contributed generously toward civic 
improvements in Nonantum, and the 
aid he gave secretly to hundreds of 
residents of that and other sections 
of Newton, made his name respected 
for two generations. A taciturn man, 
he concealed under a seemingly stern 
exterior, a kind heart 


Youthful thieves who steal colored 
bulbs from living Christmas trees on 
lawns, and wreaths from front-doors 
of residences, are in the same con- 
temptible class with those ghouls 
who steal flowers and plants from 
graves in cemeteries. Considering 
the number of wreaths and light 
bulbs which annually decorate doors 
and trees in the Newtons, this city 
has been exceptionally free of this 
type of mean thievery until this past 
Christmas season. Last week, how- 
ever, a number of thefts were report- 
ed. Police suspect boys and are mak- 
ing an investigation. Residents of 
Newton can co-operate in the future 
by refusing to buy wreaths or elec- 
tric light bulbs from boys, or youths, 
unless they know the sellers, and 
make sure that they ascertain that 
the boys have obtained the merchan- 
dise legitimately.

During the past few weeks there 
have been several fires in Newton 
residences which caused families to 
make hasty exits from their homes 
during early morning hours. The 
cause of these fires was “careless 
smoking.” There is little excuse for 
the practice of smoking in bed. It is 
both a foolish and dangerous habit. 
And persons who smoke cigarettes 
while seated in upholstered chairs 
are playing with fire, not only figu- 
ratively, but literally. A spark 
dropped from a lighted cigarette 
faWs between the seat cushion and 
the side of a chair, ignites the up- 
holstery and after smoldering for 
hours, the fire breaks out while oc- 
cupants of a house are asleep. 


Yesterday the announcement came 
from the White House that President 
Roosevelt had received from a group 
comprising 169 prominent American 
citizens a telegram which suggested 
to him what he should tell this nation 
in the radio broadcast he will give 
next Sunday night. According to 
newspaper reports the appeal con- 
tained this paragraph: 

"We ask you to tell us what we 
believe to be the truth, that the 
materials of war and the military 
and naval and air strength we now 
have and the implements we can 
now produce are enough to make cer- 
tain the defeat of the Axis powers, 
so long as Britain is on her feet and 
fighting, but that with Britain down, 
they are not enough and may not in 
the future be increased enough to 
hold the whole world at bay.” 

If that paragraph is not advocat- 
ing that this country enter the war 
now, or in the immediate future, it 
comes very close to it. We read 
the list of the intelligentsia who 
signed the appeal. They are mostly 
educators, clergymen, iournalists. 
One could count on one’s fingers the 
number amongst them who might pos- 
sibly enter active service. They con- 
tradict statements repeatedly made 
by military and aviation experts of 
this country who have had opportuni- 
ties to observe the military and avia- 
tion strength of Germany as com- 
pared with that of this country and 
Great Britain. These experts and 
most of the intelligent citizens of the 
U. S. A., who if not among the “in- 
telligentsia,” manifest more common 
sense than do these persons supposed- 
ly possessed of super-intellects, know 
that this country now does not pos- 
sess military and air strength enough 
to make certain the defeat of the 
Axis powers. 

We can’t understand that argument 
of the “intelligentsia” which reads 
but that with Britain down, they are 
not enough and may not in the future 
be increased enough to hold the whole 
world at bay.” Why will the whole 
world attack the U. S. A. should 
Britain go down ? Undoubtedly, 
should Britain go down, the Nazis 
will try to dominate the \*>rld, and 
would dominate Europe, Asia and Af- 
rica for a time. But if the U. S. A. 
plunges now into the war, quite un- 
prepared, and sends a large part of 
its naval and air strength across the 
Atlantic, or to the East Indies to 
fight with Britain against Germany 
what may happen? Government and 
military leaders both in Britain and 
this country expect that the Nazis 
may at any time in the next few 
months launch an overwhelming air 
attack on Britain. An attack in 
which 25,000 or more war planes may 
be used. It is feared that this at- 
tack may overwhelm Britain. Has 
the U. S. A. a sufficiency of airplanes 
to assure victory for Britain against 
the myriads of fighting planes which 
it is expected that Germany will send 
against Britain during or before next 
spring? According to our aviation 
c xpe rls wo have not. And if this 
country sand's the comparatively 
small number of fighting planes we 
now possess, or will possess during 
the next few months across the At- 
lantic to be destroyed in the Nazi 
avalanche, then what would follow 
Would Russia, Turkey and the South 
American republics be more or less 
apt to yield at once to Nazi might, 
or join in future resistance with the 
U. S. A. still not involved in war. 
but with more precious months to 
prepare for it, should Germany at- 
tempt to extend its onslaught into 
the Soviet and American republics?

Plowing, Reseeding Thin 

Pasture Perpetuates It 

Thinning hair is pretty hard to 
stop, but thinning pastures can be 
rejuvenated, says C. H. Farnham 
of the University of Illinois college 
of agriculture soil experiment fields. 

Since the seedbed largely deter- 
mines the success of a pasture, 
Farnham recommends that the turf 
of old pastures be summer-plowed 
and worked down several times be- 
fore reseeding in August or early 
September. In some cases thorough 
disking will help if existing grasses 
and weeds won’t compete too much 
with the new seedings. 

Because continued pasturing or 
cropping reduces the content of cal- 
cium, phosphorus and other plant 
food materials, most old pastures 
need limestone and fertilizer. Need 
of limestone, which can be deter- 
mined by an acidity test, usually 
shows up first. Limestone should be 
applied several months ahead of 
legume seedings so it will have time 
to sweeten the soil before seeding 
time. If the land is to be plowed, 
it is best to apply the limestone 
after plowing so it will sweeten the 
upper portion of the root system as 
well as the deeper soil areas. Lime- 
stone does not move up in the soil 
but the solution goes downward. 
Lightly working manure into the soil 
before seeding pasture mixtures also 
gives them a boost in establishing 
root and top growth. 

On steep slopes, Farnham says it 
is best to do all the plowing and 
disking on the level contour. He 
recommends that any sod draws 
that have developed should be left 
undisturbed to form grass water- 
ways. 


Printer Finds Prosperity 

In Rising National Debt 

Ciphers are in great demand these 
days of astronomical figures, mostly 
involving sums of money and mostly 
on the red ink side of the ledger. 
Just take a look at how many ci- 
phers it requires to set down the 
amount of debt of the United States 
government— $45,000,000,000 or there- 
abouts. There’s lots of money 
in ciphers, both literally and figura- 
tively. But one gentleman, Neal 
Dow Brecker, saw this possibility 
before anyone else did, and thereby 
made himself some money. Mr. 
Brecker set out in 1935 to supply 
1 more ciphers to the printing and 
. publishing business. He foresaw that 
it would not be long then until near- 
ly every piece of printed matter in 
a magazine or newspaper would 
have to carry some reference to the 
billions being handed out by the 
United States treasury. As presi- 
dent of the Intertype corporation, 
he ordered an increase in the cipher 
quota on the matrices of his ma- 
1 chines. He had no more than issued 
the order than orders began coming 
in from printing and publishing con- 
cerns all over the country for more 
’ ciphers.

Tampering With Nature 

The disturbing results of man’s 
; whimsical transplantation of rabbits 
(into New Zealand) have been 
' matched in the case of many of his 
other similar experiments. 

Annoyed by rats in the West In- 
' dian island of Jamaica, man impor- 
ed t.he mongoose which, in an alien 
land, away from its natural sur- 
, roundings and normal enemies, mul- 
tiplied with huge fecundity. It fed 
on Jamaican birds, Jamaican fruits; 
it ate poultry and slaughtered small

Boston, England, Presents 
Gift to Boston, U. S. A. 

The Guildhall railing in the Boston 
public library was sent to the li- 
brary at the suggestion of Mr. 
George W. Coleman of Boston. 

The ancient oaken balustrade once 
stood in the Palace of Justice, or 
courtroom, of the Guildhall in the 
city of Boston, England. Some of 
the Pilgrim Fathers appeared as 
prisoners before this rail in 1607; 
among them was Elder William 
Brewster. Mr. Coleman expressed 
the wish that the railing might be 
sent to Boston during the Pilgrim 
centenary. No action was taken in 
the matter until after the armistice 
was signed in November, 1918. The 
formal presentation was made on 
May 29, 1919, in behalf of the city of 
Boston, England, by the acting Brit- 
ish consul, Alfred J. Ogston, and 
his honor, Mayor Andrew J. Peters, 
accepted the gift in behalf of the 
city of Boston, Mass. The library 
board of trustees was represented 
by its president, the late William F. 
Kenney; the late Rev. Arthur T. 
Connolly, the Rev. Alexander Mann 
and by the late librarian, Charles F. 
D. Belden. 

Mr. Ogston in his address de- 
scribed the railing “as a token of 
the kindly and cordial feeling en- 
tertained by the city of Boston in 
England for the city of Boston in 
New England, and emblematic of 
the feeling of love and esteem which 
exists between the two nations.”

Mrs. Estelle G. Vandemark, 24, of 
Rochester, was granted a marriage 
annulment when she testified that 
her husband, Robert, 26, chewed ra- 
zor blades, ate glass and sewed but- 
tons on his flesh “just to make me 
nervous.” Supreme Court Justice 
William Love uwarded the annul- 
ment after Mrs. Vandemark testified 
that har husband had been a circus 
freak before entering the automobile 
agency business. 


Removal of Tonsils Held 
Needless in Many Cases 

Dr. Albert D. Kaiser of Rochester, 
N. Y., told pediatricians of the 
American Medical association re- 
cently that tonsils were not as great 
a menace to a child as had been 
suggested frequently and in many 
cases were operated on for no good 
reason. From the study of 4,400 
children over a period of 10 years he 
reached the conclusion that the prac- 
tice of removing tonsils and ade- 
noids automatically, which has re- 
sulted in tonsillectomies on almost 
50 per cent of the urban children 
in the United States and England, 
was without foundation. 

Dr. Kaiser said that the common 
cold, with its unpleasant complica- 
tions, had influenced physicians and 
parents frequently to remove tonsils 
and adenoids hoping that fewer colds 
would develop. His findings, how- 
ever, failed to show the validity 
of this. While the children who had 
been operated on, one half of the 
total number, had fewer colds in 
the first three years, they actually 
had more colds in the next seven. 

"It is quite likely,” he explained, 
“that the removal of the adenoids 
benefited younger children but as 
the children advanced in years the 
adenoid tissue retrogaded so that 
the unoperated children were like- 
wise benefited.” 

Dr. Archibald L. Hoyne of Chica- 
go, one of several who joined in a 
panel on contagious diseases at the 
meeting, recommended a combina- 
tion of antitoxin and sulfanilamide 
in the treatment of epidemic menin- 
gitis. 

He expressed the opinion that 
there had been too much anxiety re- 
garding spinal fluid in the disease 
and not enough consideration of the 
condition of the patient. Good re- 
sults could be obtained, he said, by 
injection of the combination serum 
into the veins without attempting to 
release the fluid. 


Child Needs Religious 
Training, Too, Says Writer 

We have laid great* stress on the 
physical care of children. We have 
set up centers for the education of 
mothers, organized extensive nurs- 
ing services for mothers and chil- 
dren, trained specialists for their 
protection against disease. 

But in our devotion to health and 
education we have overlooked the 
basic element in the matter. We 
have made scant provision for the 
education and development of his 
spirit. We have glorified his body 
and neglected his soul. 

You cannot prepare for a success- 
ful happy life on this earth and 
leave out God and His works, ideals 
and laws. Yet that, for the most 
part, is what we have done in rela- 
tion to the education of our children. 

The clergyman is helpless unless 
the parents co-operate with him. It 
is idle to teach a child one idea for 
15 minutes or half an hour a day 
when the remaining hours of the 24 
deny the teaching. It is just as idle 
for the teacher to teach day after 
day the duty of man to his neigh- 
bor and to himself if the home de- 
nies the teaching. Church and 
school and home together must bring 
the full measure of their regard for 
the soul of the child upon his daily 
life so that righteous becomes his 
habit.

10 miles to Denver, Ind., robbed a 
bank and returned to Peru, where he 
dismissed the cab and sauntered 
away with $2,400 in his pockets. Cab 
Driver Ray Slabaugh expressed as- 
tonishment when the bandit was 
traced to his cab. “He told me he 
had business at Denver,” he said. 
Slabaugh said he drove the bandit, 
whom he described as about 28, to 
the Wabash Valley Trust company. 
Inside, bank employees said, the 
bandit produced a revolver, demand- 
ed and got the money. “He came 
out of the bank and told me his 
business was finished,” the cab 
driver said. “We returned to Peru, 
where he paid me off and walked 
away.” 


Measures Holes in Doughnuts 

What becomes of the hole in the 
doughnut? Alfred L. Plant may not 
have the answer for that, but his 
job is measuring holes in doughnuts. 
He travels around the country meas- 
uring doughnuts and doughnut holes 
with his micrometer and testing 
doughnut qualities and exhorting 
bakers to bake standard doughnuts. 
He states that we consume $78,000,- 
000 worth of doughnuts a year. Plant 
says that the standard doughnut of 
today has a hole of seven-eighths of 
an inch in diameter and the outside 
of the standard doughnut is 2% 
inches, but to a certain extent differ- 
ent localities want different dough- 
nuts. New England remains the 
heart of the doughnut belt. He adds 
that doughnuts are not fattening, as 
professional jockeys eat them. 


Bankers Go to School 
Bankers in Bucyrus, Ohio, are go- 
ing to school again— not exactly to 
learn anything, but to teach the 
youngsters a few things about 
money matters— that is, if when the 
youngsters become adults they will 
have enough money at one time, to 
interest a banker.

Life's Real Enchantment 

It seems fo me that those who 
loudly proclaim their disenchant- 
ment with life have never been real- 
ly enchanted by it; their complaints 
about the low levels they dwell in 
ring hollow, for they have not known 
the uplands. 

The memories of a happy past are 
in themselves a solid possession: 

Is it so small a thing 
To have enjoy’d the sun,

The possession is the more valu- 
able if such memories are readily 
evoked, so that past and present 
dwell in friendly proximity. This 
gift has always been mine. I can- 
not recover the vigor of youth for 
my limbs, but through memory I 
can recapture something of its ardor 
for my mind. The smell of wood 
smoke and heather, for instance, or 
a whiff of salt will recall shining 
morning-lands of the spirit. 

Thus this world of recollection de- 
mands gentle handling. It is brittle, 
like all spiritual things. If too 
coarsely approached, the bloom will 
be rubbed off it like the down on a 
butterfly’s wing. It will endure in 
the face of the rudest blasts of 
change, but it will endure only in 
clear and bracing weather. If used 
as an opiate for the mind it becomes 
a vulgar drug of commerce. More- 
over, “we receive but what we 
give.” It demands a certain tol- 
erant, charitable, enjoying habit of 
thought, quick to observe and to dis- 
till the soul of goodness. 


Women Are Meaner Than 
Men, Says English Author 

Women are meaner than men, ac- 
cording to an article by Nancy 
Brookes, English author. She bases 
her statement on information re- 
ceived after a tour of various wom- 
en’s apparel shops, beauty shops, 
etc. 

Questioning a hairdresser, she 
was told that women cancel appoint- 
ments at the last minute, while oth- 
ers arrive late, then spend some 
time in a telephone booth before 
getting their work done. 

Another saleslady told her of 
women who charge expensive furs 
and dresses to their accounts and 
then return them as “too expen- 
sive.” And there is the woman who 
returns a dress with the statement 
that she should never have been per- 
suaded into buying such an “unsuit- 
able model,” and that “this, that 
and the other must be done.” The 
alterations, of course, take away all 
the profits, “but I am helpless,” 
says the proprietress, “as my clien- 
tele is built up on recommenda- 
tions.” 

The authoress thinks men would 
be just as mean, except that women 
have greater opportunity to practice 
it, as well as greater temptation. 


Widows No Longer Burned 

One hundred and fifty years ago 
it was an Indian custom to burn 
the widow of a deceased husband. 
She would have died when her hus- 
band died— perishing in the flames 
that would have consumed his body 
on a ceremonial funeral pyre along 
the banks of the sacred river 
Ganges. This custom went out 125 
years ago when a great, enlightened 
Indian leader, Ram Mohan Roy, suc- 
ceeded in obtaining passage of a 
law making the practice illegal. To- 
day, instead of being burned to 
death, with their husbands’ bodies, 
widows are serving in the political 
life of their cities and taking an 
active part in the movement for In- 
dian independence. Emancipated 
as they are, the middle class of In- 
dian still clings to some ancient 
customs, as wearing small diamonds 
in their nostrils and wearing a red 
dot, like a crimson “beauty spot,” 
in the center of their forehead. But 
where once they were worn as a 
mark of caste, today it is merely 
ornamental. 


Indian 130 Years Old 

A wrinkled former Negro slave of 
New Orleans, La., gave Uncle Sam’s 
census department a jolt recently 
when he calmly announced he didn’t 
fight for the South in the Civil war 
because he was too old. He said he 
was 130 years old and was born on 
the McElroy plantation in Dallas 
county, Alabama, on July 14, 1810. 
“Reason I live so long, I’m part In- 
dian,” says Uncle Charlie. He 
hasn’t worked since last January 
due to rheumatism and indigestion. 
His story was corroborated by the 
Prince Reed family with whom he 
has lived for the past 18 years. 
He walks with a cane, but enjoys 
his daily strolls. “I was too old 
to get in the Civil war,” he says. 
“They wouldn’t take anybody over 
45.” 


Muscle Bound 

Explaining the term “muscle 
bound,” Hygeia, the Health Maga- 
zine, says that it is a descriptive 
but not a scientific term “popularly 
applied to an abnormal muscular 
development which may restrict 
quick and supple movements, espe- 
cially of the arms and shoulders. 
When a muscle is used a great deal, 
it tends to become shorter and 
hence to produce a strong pull on 
weaker sets of opposing muscles, 
causing in certain cases some de- 
formity. For example, the large 
muscles on the front of the chest 
may be so overdeveloped as to pull 
so strongly against the weakei 
muscles of the upper back that a 
‘round shouldered’ condition may 
develop.” 


Rich Deposits in Alaska 

Slill, Scientists Think 

The word “Klondike” has become 
synonymous in the oublic mind with 
such wealth-descriptive words as 
Midas and Croesus. No one real- 
ly knows who discovered the first 
gold there, and the world first heard 
about it when the steamer, Excel- 
sior, came into San Francisco har- 
bor with $750,000 in gold in her hold. 
The city went wild— but forgot all 
about that when four days later the 
wooden steamer, Portland, steamed 
into the same port with a $2,000,000 
cargo of gold! 

The name “Klondike” derives 
from the Klondike river, a tributary 
of the Yukon, which flows through 
the Yukon territory in central Alas- 
ka and northwest Canada. “Klon- 
dike” is an Indian word, meaning 
“a river of fish.” 

While the Klondike gold lasted, lots 
in the business district of Dawson 
City, Alaska, sold for $1,000 per front 
foot. Lumber was $250 per thousand 
board feet. Nails were $5 a pound. 
Despite this spectacular beginning, 
Dawson City today has a popula- 
tion of less than 1,000— in other 
words, it is not much more than a 
large village. 

Food was held in high premium 
in Klondike days. Ham and eggs 
were $2.50 an order. Black coffee 
sold at 25 cents a cup; with cream, 
it was 50 jeents. Soup cost “one 
buck a bowl.” Champagne was $20 
a pint. A “special” was beans — $1 
a plate. The rule at all the eating- 
houses was “No gold, no grub.” 

According to popular belief, the 
gold resources of Alaska have for 
the most part been exhausted. But 
a great many scientists believe that 
rich deposits of copper and other 
minerals remain to be discovered 
in the Alaskan interior. 


Carves Various Things 

With Knife Only Tool 

Out in Carnation, Wash., living in 
a transient camp, John Greidy, a 
one-legged logger, has founded a 
brand-new school of craftsmanship. 

He turns out elaborate lamps, 
vases and pictures, each of which is 
composed of from three to five 
thousand separate pieces of wood 
which are securely fastened togeth- 
er by means of joints, without the 
use of either glue or nails. 

His only tool is a knife with which 
he whittles the pieces out of egg 
boxes, packing cases or anything 
else that falls to his lot. His prod- 
ucts are vari-colored, as he alter- 
nates cedar, pine, birch, maple and 
cedar in such a way to produce a 
geometrical design. 

Greidy confesses that he does not 
know how he got started at it. He 
started whittling a puzzle one day, 
and as he says, “it kept getting 
bigger and bigger until I saw I ought 
to be able to make something out of 
it. And I’ve been making things 
ever since, in my spare time.” 

Devoting all his spare time to the 
task, Greidy spends from one to 
three months on each of his prod- 
ucts. 


Predict Drouths 

Prediction that the worst drouths 
in 20 centuries are about to start 
has been made. 

The evidence for them is in the 
strata of rocks, which are easily 
seen layers, one over the other, in 
what are called sedimentary rocks. 

The report was made by Halbert 
R. Gillette, of Chicago. These rock 
layers were once mud and sand, 
which in time were pressed into 
rock. 

Each layer depended for its thick- 
ness, Mr. Gillette claims, on rain- 
fall. Thick layers depict lush cy- 
cles, thin ones drouths. 

The rock layers resemble the tree 
rings and the layers of clay known 
as varves, both of which have been 
used by scientists to make reliable 
and proven predictions about recur- 
rence of weather cycles. 

However, tree rings and clay 
varves cover only a few centuries 
of the past at most. Mr. Gillette de- 
clares that the rock layers are a per- 
manent record of the earth’s whole 
past since rain first descended. 

Studying them for the last 15 
years, and checking them against 
what is known of tree rings and 
clay varves, he finds many cycles, 
some long, others short. Dry cycles, 
he says, are now about to super- 
impose. 


Reducing Weight 

Women, here is your chance for 
slimming without much trouble or 
expense, according to the advice 
given to girls in Finland. When 
climbing stairs always take two or 
three at a time; tear a newspaper 
into small bits and throw them all 
over the room, then pick them up 
without bending your knees; keep 
moving about while drying yourself 
after the morning shower, and last, 
when getting up from an easy chair, 
arise without holding onto the chair 
arms. Do this ten times in succes- 
sion.

Two Cigarettes in the Dark, Isle 
of Capri, The Last Roundup, Under- 
neath the Harlem Moon and Just a 
Gigolo all were neglected for years 
by Tin Pan Alley music publishers. 
M. G. M. eliminated Blue Moon from 
a flicker on the grounds it was a 
bad song.

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Science Can Aid Stsrile 

Couples, Doctors Told 

Nearly half the childless couples 
who wish children can have them 
now nftor proper treatment, al- 
though 20 years ago only a half a 
dozen specialists were able to 
achieve 20 per cent success in treat- 
ing sterility, it was reported to the 
section on urology of the American 
Medical association. 

The importance of this advance, 
according to Dr. Samuel R. Meaker 
and Dr. Samuel N. Vose of the Bos- 
ton university school of medicine, 
who prepared the paper in which 
the statement was made, is indicat- 
ed in that more than 12 per cent 
of all marriages, or 2,000,000 Amer- 
ican couples, are involuntarily child- 
less. 

One of the greatest advances in 
the diagnosis and treatment of steril- 
ity, the doctors said, was the reali- 
zation that a number of factors usu- 
ally are responsible for barrenness, 
and in 90 per cent of the cases these 
factors are divided between the hus- 
band and wife. Of the contributing 
factors now known, they said, about 
30 per cent appear on the male side. 
But of 78 cases of divided respon- 
sibility studied the lack was equal- 
ly divided in 51 cases and chiefly 
on the husband’s side in 12 cases. 

Among the causes of sterile fac- 
tors in the male they listed poor gen- 
eral condition, body poisons result- 
ing from disease, infections or other 
causes; weakness of the sex glands, 
and physical defects in the repro- 
ductive system. The last were most 
often the basic causes, they said. 

Favorable results obtained by 
implanting pellet^ of synthetic hor- 
mones inside the male reproductive 
organs were described by Dr. Ber- 
nard Strauss and Dr. Gerson R. Bis- 
kind of San Francisco. 


Heaven Not for White 

Man, Iroquois Believe 

There is a belief among the Iro- 
quois, that ancient American nation 
of hardy warriors, that no white man 
has ever entered heaven, except 
one. This exception was made to be- 
stow upon a V> ne white man the 
greatest honor at the command of 
the Indian— that of inclusion in his 
religion. 

Thus the Iroquois, who struck such 
terror to the hearts of our fore- 
fathers during the early days of our 
history, show their admiration and 
gratitude to one of their former ene- 
mies and greatest benefactors, Gen. 
George Washington. 

By the peace of 1783, between 
England ar.d the infant United States 
of America, the Iroquois were aban- 
doned by their English allies and 
thrown upon the mercy of the Amer- 
icans. At this critical moment, 
Washington intervened in their be- 
half, protected their rights and 
showed them such leniency and jus- 
tice that the “Hedenosaunee” or Iro- 
quois believed that for his kindness 
to the red man the Great Spirit pre- 
pared a celestial residence for him 
in their “Hawenneyu” where he is 
destined to remain through eternity 
in solitary enjoyment, for no other 
white man ever can enter the Indian 
heaven. 


Pianos Keep Him Busy 

Piano manufacturers beat a path 
to a little one-man shop in Marsh- 
field, Mass., bearing the simple in- 
scription over the door, “Lawnmow- 
ers and Tools Sharpened.” It is 
the plant of Charles Randall, who 
manufactures piano dowels. The 
owner says it is the only shop of its 
kind in New England and although 
he supplies thousands of dowels an- 
nually to the great piano manufac- 
turers of the Middle West, Randall 
also finds time to sharpen tools and 
lawnmowers for residents of the 
community. The dowels look like 
lollipop sticks, but are really the 
product of fine precision workman- 
ship. On an average day he can 
turn out and tumble finish 3,000, ev- 
ery one necessarily perfect in every 
detail. All tools and machinery 
were designed and manufactured by 
the owner himself. 


Dead Trees Decorative 

Consider the possibilities, artistic- 
ally and decoratively, of a dead tree 
and hesitate before removing it. The 
California and Maine coasts are fa- 
mous for their twisted dead trees 
against the skyline. If yours is 
just an old dead pear tree, but fairly 
solid, plant trailing gourds around 
it. The strange-shaped fruit falling 
from the black wooden branches will 
have a distinctive beauty in the fall 
and the shade of its deep green 
leaves will, be welcome during the 
hot months. If your tastes run to 
(lowers, try bright red or blue morn- 
ing glories or moonvine for night 
blooming and sweet fragrance. 
Birds like dead trees as much as 
live ones with vines trailing over 
them. So ‘‘woodman, spare that 
tree” until you look at it from sev- 
eral angles. 


Birds Save Our Crops 

The humming bird is one of our 
tiniest and loveliest birds, one you 
usually see hovering daintily before 
a blossom as he sips nectar. But 
a substantial portion of his diet con- 
sists of spiders— some nearly as big 
as he is. This is one of the birds 
that eat the insects that would eat 
the crops that we eat. As long as 
they stay on the job we eat. Othei 
birds that protect our crops include 
the woodpeckers, cedar waxwing 
and the indigo bunting, cardinals 
nnd the iunco fledglings. 


Landlubbers! Learn How 
To Talk Like a Sailor 

Here are some pronunciations for 
landlubbers only. The words which 
follow are commonly mispronounced 
by the mariners whose seafaring 
experience is limited to an occa- 
sional voyage in a rented rowboat. 

Boatswain: A petty officer. Ac- 
cording to ancient # nautical custom, 
about half the letters in most of 
these words are silent. The first 
syllable rhymes with toe; the vowel 
sound in the second syllable is prac- 
tically obscured: "boe-s’n.” 

Coxswain: The steersman of a 
boat. Correct nautical pronuncia- 
tion: "kahk-s’n.” 

Dinghy: A light rowboat. The first 
syllable is not "dinge” to rhyme 
with hinge; it should rhyme with 
swing, thing; ”ding-ee.” 

Ensign: A commissioned officer in 
the navy. Do not say ”en-sign.” 
The second syllable is exactly like 
the word sin: ”en-sin.” 

Frigate: A ship-rigged war vessel. 
The first syllable is not “fridge” 
to rhyme with ridge. This word 
rhymes with “dig it.” The correct 
pronunciation is "frig-it.” 

Gunwale: Where the deck meets 
the topsides. This word should 
rhyme with funnel: “gun-n’l.” 

Mainsail: “Sail” in such words 
as mainsail, topsail, skysail, is not 
pronounced “sail,” but “s’l,” as in 
vessel: “main-s’l.” 

Do not say ‘‘the ship is under 
weigh.” It is correct to say “the 
ship weighs anchor and is under 
way.” 


Labor Disputes Last Year 
Caused Heavy Day Losses 

If all the man days lost through 
strikes in 1939 were put end to end, 
it would have to go back to be- 
fore this world was discovered, ac- 
cording to statistics of the United 
States department of labor’s strikes. 

The statistics disclose that 13,937,- 
000 days were lost last year because 
of labor strikes in this country. 
Dividing this figure by 365, it dis- 
closes that 38,183 years were lost 
because of labor disputes. 

These figures, according to B. C. 
Forbes, show that nearly 50 per cent 
more time was lost through labor 
disputes in 1939 than in 1938. His 
figures for the various industries are 
as follows: 

Coal mining, 64 strikes and 7,465. 
000 days lost; automotive, 44 strikes 
and 2,535,000 days lost; CK*hing, 447 
strikes and 715,000 days lost; build- 
ing, 320 strikes and 633,000 days lost; 
textiles, 92 strikes and 606,000 days 
lost; water transport, 100 strikes 
and 506,000 days lost; WPA relief, 33 
strikes and 428,000 days lost; food 
industries, 148 strikes and 395,000 
days lost; chemical industries, 39 
strikes and 329,000 days lost; re- 
tail trade, 206 strikes and 325,000 
days lost. 


The Five Senses 

In a large European hospital there 
hangs on the wall of the operating 
room of a famous surgeon a placard 
with five words. “Sight” heads the 
list in very large letters. Second 
is “hearing” in small letters. Third 
is “touch,” fourth is “smell” and 
finally is “taste” in letters so fine 
that they scarcely can be distin- 
guished across the room. 

“Eight-five per cent of all our 
knowledge, and most of our culture 
and enjoyment of life, come to us 
through our eyes,” comments the 
Better Vision institute. “To the 
average person sight is more im- 
portant to living than are all the 
other four senses combined. De- 
spite the importance of vision to bet- 
ter living, millions of persons over- 
work and neglect their eyes. It in- 
deed would be well if every school 
room had on the wall a placard 
similar to that of the famous sur- 
geon. In that way the importance of 
caring for and protecting one’s eyes 
would be impressed upon every- 
one at an early age." 


Motion Picture Mistakes 

Motion picture makers commit 
many crimes in the name of dramat- 
ic license, says Richard Wallace, 
Hollywood director, but he justifies 
these crimes in the name of drama. 
According to the director, there are 
minor misdemeanors to which the 
fans don’t object; others seem fair- 
ly serious, but in the long run are 
justified because of the effect 
achieved. Sometimes facts are 
twisted, anachromisms permitted 
and historical dates scrambled, if 
by so doing, the ends of drama can 
be served. Wallace says that cardi- 
nal inexcusable errors are those 
which have to do with characteriza- 
tion, but that studios guard against 
the sounding of any note which 
makes a character implausible, 
emotions false and motives unsound. 


Salt of the Earth 

Common salt at one time was so 
valuable that Roman soldiers re- 
ceived it as pay in lieu of money. 
In some remote Arctic and tropic 
regions salt is still one of the scarcest 
commodities, but in civilized coun- 
tries. salt today is taken for grant- 
ed. In the American West, vast 
works recover salt from the waters 
of the Great Salt lake and the Pa- 
ciftc ocean Further east, notably 
in Michigan. New Yo.k, Kansas and 
Louisiana, salt is mined like coal in 
the depths of the earth. From a 
mine near Avery island, Louisiana, 
annually comes more than a half 
million tons of virtually pure rock 
salt that is processed to varying de- 
grees o! fineness for a w.de range 
of industrial uses, for stock-raisers 
and fm household use.

Man’s Protection and Caro 

Somewhere not far away is a 
friend. A friend who had no Christ- 
mas, no one to think of him or care 
for him. He had to shift for him- 
self in the cold, homeless, and speech- 
less. Everyone has seen him, or his 
fellow creature. Many persons have 
become interested in him — for he is 
a feathered friend— hopping about on 
the frozen ground looking for a bit 
to eat, flying to light on a cheery 
windowsill which offered shelter and 
a reflecting warmth. During the 
Christmas season, many of these fea- 
thered friends, the birds, have had 
a* bit of Christmas by the thoughtful- 
ness of those who love them. 

In the animal kingdom dogs are 
known to be man’s best friends and 
horses his most useful servant. But 
birds are indisputably man’s great- 
est benefactor. Human life is im- 
possible on this planet without birds. 
Evolution is a slow process. Birds’ 
instincts have guided them for years 
and it is only a comparatively short 
time ago that the North American 
continent was a wild life paradise, 
abundant shelter, nesting places and 
foods in all seasons. Civilization and 
the rapid growth of the industrial 
age of human beings has changed it 
all — we have treated Indian life and 
wild life equally — taken away the 
elemental factors which gave them 
life, health and happiness. It was 
the flight of birds that led Columbus 
to discover land which he had been 
seeking. It is the flight of birds that 
has enabled man to make the aero- 
plane a necessity of modem life. Yet 
how many of us ignore the little 
feathered creatures entirely and let 
them battle for their very existence 
when it takes but a few minutes to 
feed them, provide them with nest- 
ing places and houses. 

For the benefit of mankind we 
must help them increase in numbers. 
The present bird population saves 
every man, woman, and child some- 
thing every year in insect and other 
pest destruction. More birds means 
less insects and pest, and a greater 
economic saving. 

•But a hit or miss fashion in feed- 
ing and housing birds may be harm- 
ful instead of helpful. A certain type 
of housing station or a certain kind 
of feeding may not attact the kind 
of bird you would like to have to 
greet you every sunny morning with 
song and friendliness. 

During the recent Christmas sea- 
son many persons found the simple 
way to answer, not only the gift 
problem, but the means to a pleasant 
hobby in interesting themselves in 
♦ heir feathered friends. And the way 
has been made easy by the appear- 
ance of various types of bird houses 
and bird foods which are the* result 
of painstaking research upon the 
nart of Donald B. Hyde of Newton 
Centre. 

In years past many persons who 
have interested themselves in caring 
for birds around their homes have 
out together make-shift und "jerry- 
built” types, of improper material 
and usually failing to serve well 
, the purpose for which it was intend- 


ed. Thorough and painstaking re- 
search led to the production of 
houses and nesting places fulfilling 
the requirements of good construc- 
tion, simplicity, beauty of design, 
ease of use and appeal to the birds. 
Every item is made of rot-resisting 
wood treated with a preservative, 
constructed like a piece of furniture 
and assembled with rust-proof hard- 
ware. Each model serves the pur- 
pose for which it is intended — to 
keep out snow and rain; to shed 
snow and rain and remain service- 
able in all weather; and to attract 
the birds they are built for. 

All the feeders and houses are 
efficient and economical — some are 
very ingenious — not only in initial 
cost but by conserving food through 
the use of seed hoppers and cake 
holders. Each bird house is con- 
vertible for various species of birds 
by use of adapter plates of different 
size holes. For the technical- 
minded, it is pointed out that the 
feeder sizes are routed to receive 
the floor, solid dowels are on the 
ends of all stretchers and all nails 
and screws are through the face of 
the wood, to eliminate end grain 
fastening. The houses are put to- 
gether with machined screws into 
threaded bushings. They are prop- 
erly insulated, drained and built to 
exact specifications as to floor and 
depth of cavity, entrance above 
floor, diameter of entrance as spe- 
cified in Government publications 
and the Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety. 

All the houses and feeders are easy 
to put up and take down. The win- 
dow feeders are installed from the 
inside of the room handily. The sides 
of the houses are easily and quickly 
removed and the operation may be 
repeated indefinitely as necessary 
without fear that the screws will 
lose their grip. The houses are also 
constructed so that shrinking and 
swelling which inevitably takes place 
in wood out of doors, will not change 
the dimension of the house or push 
the nails out. The Hyde-built bird 
houses will remain weather tight and 
serviceable for many years. 

Any person who has felt the slight- 
est desire to possess a bird shelter 
or house would greatly enjoy the dis- 
play of Hyde-built houses and feed- 
ers which is exhibited at the New 
England Toro Company store at 
1121 Washington st., W. Newton, be- 
tween Newtonville and West New- 
ton, a short distance from the State 
Armory. 

The Cape Cod Inn is one of the 
most popular designs with its princi- 
ple of revolving feeders while a 
smaller size is known as the Salt 
Box Inn. There is also a Garden 
Snackerie, a Cafeteria, a Chickadee 
Diner, a Duplex Lodge, a Flicker 
Lodge, and A Wood Duck Cabin. The 
bird bungalow is another popular 
model as it attracts many of the 
more common birds of New England. 
There are Bird Observatories, Bird 
Verandas, Festive Boards, Humming 
Bird Bars, Pantry Shelves, Alfresco 
Diners and other feeders. Though 
the Christmas season Is over the 
wintry weather Is still to be faced 
bv the birds and a house or feeding 
station makes an ideal gift at any 
time as well as a most, Interesting 
manner by which one can use that 
present of money. Enjoy the friend- 
ship of the birds this winter and en- 
joy the pleasure which comes from 
providing these little feathered 
friends with shelter, warmth and 
food.

Improve Keefe Ave. 

The Board of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night voted to appropriate $4150 
for the improvement and acceptance 
of Keefe ave., Upper Falls, under 
the betterment law, and $1200 for a 
like project on Pennsylvania ave., 
which runs into Keefe ave. At a re- 
cent meeting of the Board, residents 
of Keefe ave. appeared and told how 
stagnant pools of water were on 
that street much of the year, and 
annoying dust during the dry months. 
They stated that the Street Depart- 
ment for years has been improving 
Pennsylvania ave„ although it is not 
an accepted street. 

Alderman Temperley opposed the 
improving of Keefe ave. He said it 
is not fair to impose the cost of the 
improvement on nearly half the prop- 
erty owners on the street because 
the other half want it. Alderman 
Hughes agreed with Temperley and 
said the rights of the minority 
should be protected. Alderman Fa- 
hey also opposed the appropriation 
because three of the property owners 
on Keefe ave. had claimed they will 
lose their properties if they are 
obliged to pay the betterment assess- 
ments, which will be extended over 
a 10 year period. 

Alderman Walker said that Keefe 
ave. is a menace to the health of 
residents on it because of drainage 
from the nearby playground, and 
the city is under moral compulsion 
to improve the street.

nually to the city in lieu of taxes, re- 
quire a brief further comment in an- 
ticipation of the obvious rebuttal. Hy- 
drants and water for the Fire De- 
partment should be taken into ac- 
count. All other departments pay 
for water — a total annually of slight- 
ly over $10,000. 

A city, like an individual or a cor- 
poration, should have an available 
surplus for emergencies. In quite re- 
cent years the lack of it necessitated 
borrowing for hurricane damage and 
welfare costs. From surplus a re- 
serve must be set up against tax- 
titles and foreclosures. What will be 
our total year-end surplus cannot be 
known for another month. It may be 
suflicient to use a part for reduction 
of the tax-levy. Or it may be good 
judgment to keep it intact for emer- 
gencies and contingencies. In any 
event it is unwise to spend it for per- 
manent improvements, even though 
that has been done in a few instances 
in recent years. 

To summarize — (1) Permanent 
improvements should be financed by 
bond issues, that those who are 
served in the future may help pay 

the cost. 

(2) Water surplus added to General 
surplus helps to reduce taxes, when 
an ample total permits application of 
a part thereof to the tax-levy. 

(3) Newton’s debt is being rapidly 
reduced, and proper new bond issues 
need not be viewed with alarm. 

(4) Present water surplus will 
probably be reduced by pension ad- 
justments covering several years. 

(5) An adequate surplus is a wise 
business practice. 

I see no reason for further delay 
in approving the bond issue. Two 
weeks have passed since our receipt 
of the Mayor’s recommendation. 
Twenty days more must pass before 
the bonds can be sold in accordance 
with the referendum adopted by the 
voters a year ago.
